W. C. Durant Puts Up Thou- 
sands to Obtain Plan to En- 
force 18th Amendment 





Mr. Northrop has recently received 
a letter from W. C. Durant of New 
York City. 

Quoting Mr. Durant we find: 

“The major issue in our country to- 
day is the problem of law enforce- 
ment and obedience to lay. To para- 
phrase the words of Lincoln it is a 
question whether our institutions can 
endure with a citizenship half lawless 
jand half law-abiding. 

“Tt is my belief that the majority of 
our people do not want the Eighteenth 
Amendment abandoned. The legis- 
latures of forty-six of the forty-eight 
states voted the ‘Kighteenth Amend- 
ment into the Federal Constituttion 
because there was need of it. 
Naturally, the people want it enforced 
and obeyed.” 

Mr. Durant has now decided to offer 
a prize of twenty-five thousand dol- 
lars for the best plan to make the 
Eighteenth Amendment effective. 

He has also decided to offer a 
further prize of five thousand dollars 
for the best and most practicable plan 
submitted by a student in a_ high 
school or preparatory school. Of this 
sum one thousand dollars will be 
awarded to the student submitting 
the prize winning plan and four 
thousand dollars to the student’s 
school. 

North Side High School is invited 
to submit a plan selected from among 
those prepared by the students. The 
successful contestant will be chosen 
by an elimination contest conducted 





under the direction of Mr. Northrop. 

The prize award will be made by a 
committee of prominent men and 
women. ’ 

Competitive offerings must not ex- 
ceed two thousand words in length 
and must be submitted prior to De- 
cember 1, Prizes will be awarded 
and paid December 25. 

Plans received in the high school 
preparatory competition, if of suf- 
ficient merit, are likewise eligible to 
compete for the grand prize ot 
twenty-five thousand dollars.

“6, I will never be unthankful 
when the opposing bleachers have 
given one of our men a tribute, 
and neither will I be forgetful of 
other fine acts of courtesy and 
sportsmanship on the part of our 
opponents.

Triumph Over 


Garrett Would 
Tie Leaders 


North Side Would Retain 
Spotless Slate by Beating 
Conference Tailender. 


Saturday Opponents Have 
Been Downed by Central

With the chance facing them of 
going into a tie for first place in the 
Northeastern Indiana football con 
ference, the Redskins are expected tc 
go into their game with Garrett Sat- 
urday afternoon at the North Side 
field with all that they have. 

North Side and Garrett are at 
present joint occupants of the cellar 
position, Garrett because of their de- 
feat by Central two weeks ago in 
their only conference game of the 
season and North Side because they 
tied their only conference game, that 
with Auburn last Saturday. 

Since North Side has not been de- 
feated this year, a victory would put 
them in a tie with the other first place 
occupants. 

South Side will remain at the tor 
because they do not play a conference 
game this week-end, meeting Lind 
blom of Chicago instead. The other 
three teams now tied for first, Cen- 
tral, Auburn and Bluffton, will have 
some upsets, for Central plays both 
of them this week end. Ordinarily 
Central would be picked to win both 
of these games if played on different 
weeks, but the two on _ successive 
days may be too much for Central’s 
battling crew. However, if Centra’ 
does get away with both of them, anc 
if the Redskins run true to expecta 
tion, the next standing of the confer 
ence will find North Side, Central and 
South Side perched at the top. 


If Central is knocked out by one 
of her opponents, and North Side 
beats Garrett, North Side, South Side 
and the vanquisher of Central will 
lead the conference.

Visits Quartz Crystal Mines, and Explores Mammoth Cave; Puts 
Treasures on Display in Miss Alexander's Room. 


If you want to spend an interesting vacation, Asbury Carson 


advises you to take a trip to Roswell, New Mexico.

you won’t have a grandfather to visit there, but he thinks it 


will be both worth your time and money just the same. 


two weeks on his grandfather's 5,000- 
acre ranch and two and _ one-half 
weeks in giving the country the “once 
over.” 

He visited the diamond hills, but 
don’t get excited, it was Mexican 
jiamonds, better known as quartz 
crystals. These are of oblong shape, 
cut like diamonds and have a very 
ustrous sparkle.

adorned with rock shrubs. The giant 
dome, 62 feet high and 16 feet in 
diameter, is estimated by scientists to 
be 60,000,000 years old. 

Asbury captured many bugs and 
insects, among which were a centi- 
pede, a tarantula, a vinegar roan and 
a horned toad. When thinking of a 
horned toad, if one would expect an 
ugly brown toad with horns, he would 
really be surprised to look at one of 
these creatures. They are beautifully 
colored and have designs on_ their 
backs like those butterflies have on 
their wings. Prairie hawks are as 
plentiful there as saparrows here. 

They visited the Rocky and _ the 
Ozark mountains, Pike’s Peak, Buf- 
falo Bill’s grave on Lookout moun- 
tain, and the Pueblo ruins. After 
reading of these different sights and 
occurances, one will admit that it 
must have been a wonderful trip. 

His collection of bugs is on display 
in Miss Alexander’s room, 112, for 
anyone who is interested.

Observing Fire Prevention Week, 
forth Side had a speaker, Mr. Cor- 
teil, from the fire department, Friday 
1or! ning at general assembly, He has 
poken in nearly all of the schools of 
he city. 

Mr, Corneille attended most of North 
ide’s. basketball games, sometimes on 
luty as a fireman and other times be- 
xause he wanted to come. He said 
chat he had come in contact with 
many North Siders and liked thet 
very much, : 

Wednesday afternoon, he :came out’ 
o ckeck up on our fire drills. He said 
hat it was not how fast the building 
3 emptied, although it is rather ‘im- 
ortant, but the method in which it 
3 done and how one conducts_himself 
hat is important. 

Last year the fire department ‘con: 
ucted a campaign inspecting each and 
very home, noting the defects. They 
lid all they could so that the defects 
ould be remedied. This year the 
lomes were not inspected, »but, in- 
tead, something similar is being done. 
Yeading material on prevention of 
ires, how to remedy different defects 
znd how to put in alarms, were dis- 
ributed to each home. 

He read many interesting articles 
m fires, prevention of fires, and opin- 
ons of different men. 

Cigarettes cause more fires ‘thar 
ny other agency. They are the 
sreatest fire hazard. $35,000,000 is 
yaid out annually in the United: States 
or fires caused by cigarettes. 

It is absolutely necessary to carry 
m these campaigns because the 
Jnited States has a percentage of 
ires higher than that of any ‘othér 
ountry. 

Some people take the wrong, atti- 
ude toward Fire Prevention Week, 
ind want to know what it is for and 
vhat good is derived from it. 

Mr. Corneil demonstrated. the new. 
ire alarm boxes and pointed out the 
lifferences from the old boxes. He 
rave instructions on their use and 
old everyone to learn the location 
of the nearest alarm box to their 
home.

To Achieve Them 


The school boy whose average 
grades come within that narrow toy 
layer generally classified as “excel: 
lent” will have fifty times as great 
a chance of getting into “Who's Who” 
as those in the nine layers beneath 

Such is the finding of Prof. Hugh 
R. Smith of the University of Wis 
consin. He bases it on data going 
back forty-five years. He maintains 
that grades are a reliable index tc 
success or failure in later life. Hc 
also deduced that those in the upper 
tenth of the classes have forty time: 





as great a chance as those below 
them. 
This is especially interesting ir 


view of the prevalent notion among 
students that hard workers ought tc 
be ashamed of themselves. They are 
called “grinds” and “slaves,” and arc 
humiliated and discouraged in many 
ways. Even many teachers broadeas‘ 
the idea that the best thing in col 
lege life is found outside the class 
rooms—extra-curricula. It has comc 
to the point that the student whc 
goes to the games and yells often get: 
more credit and is made to feel more 
meritorious than the one who studies 
hard. 

It is good for us to be jolted bacl 
oceasionally to the realization that 
after all, it is work that counts.

Saturday Opponents Were 
Crushed, 46 to 6, Last 
Week by Central 
Tigermen 


Difference in Scores Gives 
Boosters Hopes That Car- 
dinals Will Win 


Though a win will bring no con- 
ference boost because their opponent 
is not a member of the N. E. I. C., the 
Redskins, nevertheless, are whetting 
their tomahawks in preparation for 
their invasion of Portland Saturday 
to sealp the gridders of that city who 
were badly mauled by the Tigermen 
of Central last week. A victory is 
greatly desired to add to the one 
gained over Kendallville last Thurs- 
day and to give the team further en- 
couragement in its coming fray with 
‘South Side, the last chance the Red 
has in the city series. 

The Central team did not have a 
difficult time in downing Portland 
either, for they won by the score of 
46 to 6. The Tiger win over North 
Side was 38 to 0. A camparison of 
these scores shows two things: first 
that the Redskins will have to fight 
to win, for Portland doesn’t appear 
much weaker; and second, that if the 
Crimson and White really play they 
should win, 

Portland’s play is built around a 
forward pass attack, and if this can 
be solved early in the game, Portland 
should not cause much trouble. In 
the Central game, Portland made its 
points after completing two long 
tosses.

The Michigan Education 
Journal 4.so states that most of these 
absences are unnecessary because ‘“‘on 
examination days our attendance of 
pupils invariably rises from about 90 
to 99 per cent.”

Paddock Tells of Sportsmanship 
Principles of Famous Athletes 


merous Instances of Courtesy Shown 


World-Known Track Star Cites Nu: 


by Rival Contenders; Over-confidence Is Great Handicap, Speaker 
Declares; Tells of Victories, Defeats. 


Sportsmanship not only includes shaking hands before meet- 
ing an opponent, but also includes congratulating him on his vic- 
tory, and, if necessary, sacrificing all chances of victory for the 
sake of the sport. This point was stressed in Charles Paddock’s 
speech given Tuesday in assembly. 


Paddock illustrated all his points 


which brought them before his au-) 


dience in a very interesting and real- 
istic manner. He told of incidents 
when the greatest athlete of the time 
sacrifice their chance of victory for 
the sake of courtesy or for sportsman- 
ship. 

Paddock gave an example of a 
fellow giving all he had in the shot- 
put in the Olympic contest. A record 
for the shot-put of 51 feet had stood 
for twenty years and had been made 
by an American. At the Olympic 
games a German broke this world 
record with a heave of 51 feet 6 
inches. An American from Kansas 
was the last entry, and his hopes for 


winning were rather low. When he 
eame up to do his bit, he knew that it 
was up to him to win back from 
Germany the world record. When he 
threw the ball he put into it all he 
had. As a result he established a 
new world record, which, quoting Mr 
Paddock’s words, “would stand for 
another twenty years,” a record of 
52 feet 7 inches. 

According to Mr. Paddock, over- 
confidence is one’s greatest enemy and 
he knows from experience. When 
running races, he thought that just 
ought to win the rest, but he found 
out that it doesn’t always come out 





that way.

Besides 
washing these things, they wash all 
the linens and miscellaneous things 
for the apartment. 

They iron all the things they wash 
and sometimes have quite a time in 
keeping the iron at the right tem- 
perature.

New Net Rules 


Although not going so far as to re- 
strict the dribble to a single bounce 
an action which was taken last year 
and then rescinded after a storm of 
controversy, the new basketball rules 
announced October 8, for 1928-29, 
have considerable to say about regu- 
lating this spectacular feature of the 
game. A new clause is added (rule 
15, section 9, under the head of per- 
sonal fouls), which reads: 

“A player shall not hold, trip, 
charge or push an opponent whether 
or not either player has possession of 
the ball. If a dribbler charges into 
an opponent or makes personal con- 
tact with an opponent, without ap- 
parent effort to avoid such contact, a 
personal foul shall be called on the 
dribbler. 


Dribbler Held Responsible 


“Tf, despite the dribbler’s efforts to 
avoid contact, personal contact ensues 
either player, or both, may be guilty; 
but the greater responsibility is on 
the dribbler if he tries to dribble by 
an opponent who is in his path.’ 

This is designed to “emphasize the 
responsibility of the dribbler in con- 
nection with the fouls resulting from 
the dribble,” says Oswald Tower 
Andover, Mass., official interpreter of 
the rules. 

“Most of those who advocate re- 
striction of the dribble,” he com- 
ments, “think that the dribble is used 
too much or that it is impossible to 
check satisfactorily the many fouls 
resulting from its use. The former is 
the matter of coaching; the latter is a 
problem for the rules and officials to 
olve. 

F ont the dribbler’s path is blocked he 
is expected to pass or shoot, that is, 
he ought not to try to dribble by an 
opponent unless there is a reasonable 
chance of getting by without contact. 
More attention than hitherto is to be 
directed to the dribbler’s responsi- 
bility. 

Guarding Is Considered 

“Among other changes are pro- 
visions designed to penalize ‘guard- 
ing from the rear’ a player to 
capitalize his great height by _tap- 
ping the ball and then catching it on 
two successful jump balls, and stating 
that an unguarded player may 
hold the ball indefinitely in the court, 
but as soon as an opponent takes a 
position close by (say within a yard 
of) the player with the ball, the latter 
must get the ball into play.” 

The new code also makes it clear 
that a ball striking an official does not 
become a dead ball.

Picture of “Lindy” 
Adds Attractiveness 
To Branch Library 


“Say, isn’t that Lindy?” 

“I believe it is, let’s go over and 
sve.” 

To any one coming into the library 
recently the first thing which would 
e peal most would be the picture of 
Charles Lindbergh. The picture is 
banging on the north wall of the 
library and is very interesting. In 
the background there is the statue of 
Liberty with an airplane by it. On 
the other side is the town of Paris, a 
smbol of his trans-Atlantic flight. 

There are also two other pictures 
in the library, one of John Calhoun, 
and the other of Daniel Webster. 

Several of the boys around school 
have enjoyed the books about aviation 
on display in the library. Any of 
these books may be had from the pub- 
lic library. ee 

Several new books have been added 
to the shelves and several additional 
copies of histories and other reference 
books have arrived. 

The boys have been enjoying the 
aviation books which have been on 
display, - The books are still here and 
may, be secured by asking for them 
at the -desk-»» Among them are these: 

Three Musketeers of the Air—This 
is the joint account of the three 
Bremen flyers. It deals with the life 
and training of each of them, told in 
his own words, and the story of the 
first successful east to west flight 
across the Atlantic. 

Flying with Lindbergh—In_ this 
book Donald Keyhoe, who was aide to 
Lindbergh on his good will tour of the 
United States, tells us of some of 
Lindy’s amusing, perplexing, and 
sometimes annoying experiences dur- 
ing his tour. The picture he gives 
us of the most famous of all flyers 
makes Lindbergh much more real to 
us, and we know that it must be very 
accurate, 

Conquering the Air—This is a very 
interesting history of the romance of 
the development and use of aircraft 
from the earliest balloon ascensions up 
to and including Lindbergh’s tour of 
Latin America. 

Flying the Arctic—Captain Wilkins 
has written in this book a splendid 
story of his flight across the North 
pole. Amundsen said that no flight 
could be compared with this daring 
feat.

After telling of the hazardous ex- 
editions, he said: “I have told yov 
of these trips to compare them with 
Shose of today It is a week-end 
oleasure to go to the North pole now 
41s compared with those many years 
igo. On week days we receive base 
sall scores, Saturdays football scores 
and on Sunday we tune in on chureh 
services. You don’t appreciate radios 
down here, but in the north, without 
vewspapers, we appreciate that little 
instrument.” 

It was worth a dime to hear hir 
alk about the Eskimos. He took us 
‘rom the birth of an Eskimo child in 
he freezing igloo, to its growth tc 
nanhood. If it is a boy, he is taugh‘ 
o use the whip. If a little girl, she 
begins to chew on leather, as that will 
ye her future occupation. 

Up in the far north the boys begin 
o think of marriage at the age of 
welve. However, sometimes the 
father lets the daughter decide for 
herself. As a sign of agreement, she 
must go up to her husband-to-be and 
pull his shoes off with her teeth. This 
shows she will chew his leather for 
his family and make clothes and boots 

After his interesting narrative, he 
opened the assembly to discussion, in 
which many interesting questions 
were asked and answered. He also 
spoke a few words which the Eskimos 
use.

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Review of Alice Adams 


(Written by Jane Woodard) 


Very little of Booth Tarkington's 
life is definitely known. He was born 
at Indianapolis in 1864. Being a true 
Indianian, he attended Purdue uni- 
versity, but also attended Princeton. 
Here he was popular for his singing, 
acting. studying and athletic abili- 
ties. He is still living and lives part 
of the year in Indianapolis. 

A story picturing the unrest in our 
social life following the war appeared 
in Booth Tarkington’s “Alice Adams.” 
Tarkington’s novel presents a picture 
of class relations in a middle western 
town, in which the heroine deludes 
herself into believing that she can 
succeed in rising in the world by pre- 
tending that she is something she is 
not. Through many a scene of dis- 
appointment, Alice Adams is taught 
that true position in the world de- 
pends upon work and worth. At the 
end of the story she sets out to work 
and be of some worth. 

A person’s character is affected by 
his surroundings, company and cir- 
cumstances. I believe that Alice 
Adams’ character was influenced b: 
her company and circumstances. I 
her company, I include both he 
friends and her parents. Alice Adam: 
was born the daughter of a weak 
willed father and a_ very  foolis! 
mother, Her father lacked the initia 
tive to work ahead, and remained : 
poor superintendent of a factory. He: 
mother, desiring all the  possibl 
luxuries for her children, broke he 
husband’s spirit and forced her chil 
dren on without a stable background 
Her friends were all wealthy, whict 
made her desire wealth. Her char 
acter was influenced by her circum- 
stances, because she was poor and her 
companions were wealthy. However 
some people, under these same condi- 
tions, could have saved themselves the 
many disappointments Alice Adams 
endured, but she was not strong- 
willed enough herself to overpower 
these difficulties. 


Mr. Adams was, as I stated before 
weak-willed. Given a job when he 
was married, he never advanced, so 
by the time of this story, he had lost 
all of his ambition. But did Mr. 
Adams think that he was a failure? 
No! He was content and thought 
that the company was dependent upon 
him, while, really, they had just kept 





understood. Really, to amount to 
something, we must have encourage- 
ment, not discouragement. The tact- 
lessness of his wife probably helped 
to bring about his failure. But it was 
the love for his daughter and her un- 
derstanding that finally succeeded in 
making him set about doing some- 
thing worth while. But, although Mr. 
Adams was not a business success, he 
was kind and loving, which is s»me- 
thing in life. 

' Mrs. Adams is very much th op- 
posite of her husband, being str ng- 
willed but foolish, determined that her 
daughter should be in this wealthy 
“set,’’ she used very poor judgment. 
Because she was older, she should 
have known that this was not the 
place for her daughter because she 
was poorer. If she had used tact, 
both in this matter and ip. her 
criticism of her husband, she could 
have created a happy home. But 
some credit should be given her for 
her efforts, although not tactfully ad- 
ministered. 

Another character, heretofore un- 
mentioned, is Walter Adams. Be- 
cause he was a boy, his parents evi- 
dently believed him to be capable of 
taking care of himself, which was a 
graye mistake. Having no home life, 
he sought amusement and imme- 
diately became associated with those 
beneath him. Probably because he 
neard so much at home about wealth 
and the wealthy, he thought he pre- 
ferred the ignorant, poor people. Soon 
he became one of them and learned 
their trade, stealing. His real char- 
acter, I should say, is a combination 
of his father’s and mother’s, L2ing 
both weak-willed and foolish. I 
would say that again a character was 
affected by company and surroind- 
ings. 

I both liked and disliked this took, 
“Alice Adams.” I liked it because, in 
the first place, it is well written, as 
are all of Tarkington’s books. I also 
liked it because it was written for a 
real purpose, a cause, not a moral. 
Tarkington realized the condition of 
the people at the time following the 
war, when he wrote this book, and he 
wanted to help them and so he wrote 
this book to give them a picture of 
themselves. Is this not commendable? 
I disliked “Alice Adams” because 
there was no hero or heroine. A hero, 





him because he was an old worker and 
considered him in pension. But Mr. 
Adams must not be considered just 
weak-willed, he was also ill and mis- 


or heroine, always triumphs over his 
or her circumstances, but Alice Adams 
did not. It is a book of temporary, 
not lasting interest.

oys are learning the various steps in metal and woodwork.

Mr. Ward said that he has asked 
the school board not to sell the Clay 
s hool building until it is seen whether 
the junior college bill for cities of 
tl2 second class passes the legislature 
in January. He said that building 
yoald be ample to house the junior 
college at the beginning. 

Mr. Ward stated that the same 
£ cht had once been made for high 
© kools that is now being made for 
jvnior colleges. He said President 
Yvilliam Lowe Bryan, president of In- 
diana University, is heartily in favor 
of the junior college because the uni- 
vorsities are overcrowded. Gary, 
{outh Bend, and Terre Haute are 
o her cities of the second class which 
f-vor the movement. 

It was aiso pointed out that it would

\ ho have children to send to college 
Mr. Ward stated that many childrer 
tow graduated from high school a‘ 
the age of seventeen and are reall) 
too young to go away from home tc 
n.tend college.

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Everyone knows that school was 
dismissed December 17, 1928, and 
everyone knows it commenced again 
on January 7, 1929.

At the time school was dismissed 
188 persons were absent from classes 
and 53 were sent home. Last Mon 
day absenses’ were again tabulated 
and it was found that 60 were stil 
missing from the ranks of students 
who file through the corridors between 
and during periods. 

Approximately one-fourth of the 
students on the absence list are stil! 
missing. Seyeral cases of severe “flu” 
turned to pneumonia, and others to 
even more serious complications,

Principal Gives 
‘Warning About 
College Credits 


‘Says Some Colleges Require 
Application at Least Six 
Months Ahead of 
Entry 


Schools Requesting Much 
Information About Candi- 
dates Seeking Admission 





Now is the time for seniors who 
expect to go to college to start think- 
ing about the entrance requirements. 
Some colleges require the application 
for admittance to ke made at least six 
months before one expects to enter. 

M. H. Northrop, our principal, says 
on this subject, “It is not possible for 
a high school graduate to pack up his 
grip the day before college opens, 
drop down on the campus of his chosen 
college or university, and expect the 
president, dean, and the faculty to 
welcome him with open arms. There 
are a lot of things that must be taken 
into consideration Lefore a person can 
enter college.” 

Application is First 
The first thing to do is to submit 
an application blank, and then a cer- 
tificate of recommendation is s»nt. 
This is to be filled out by the prin- 
cipal and the applicant. These cer- 
tifieates vary in form and information 
for which they eall. 
The information and recommend.- 
tions are becoming increasingly neces- 
sary, because colleges must limit the 
enrollment on account of their limited 
capacity, and only those who answer 
most favorably are accepted for en- 
rollment. 

Information Asked 
Some of the certificates ask for 
almost a whole life history, elementary 
school career, high school career, out- 
side work, favorite amusements, 
books and magazines that one reads, 
genereal health, club memberships, 
personal hobbies, plans for future 
work, habits of study, special 
aptitudes or shortcomings, importa 
friendships or associations, expe 
ences in travel or work, social or ro- 
ligious activities, and the like. Some 
colleges even ask for a small photo- 
graph. 
The principal is required to send in 
the grades for the whole high school 
term, and is asked to give his opinion 
of the applicant’s scholastic zeal, in 
tellectual ability, initiative, integri 
leadership, health, social adaptability, 
and how he ranks in the class, whether 
in the upper third or middle third. 
If the application is passed upon 
favorably by the dean of the college, 
a certificate of enrollment is sent to 
the applicant.

This treasury does not curb 
the activities of the various organiza- 
tions, but serves as a check on the 
safe keeping of all receipts; for the 
ordering and paying for of materials 
must meet the approval of the school 
treasurer, must be approved by the 
faculty advisor before they are con- 
tracted. 

The advantages: 

Associated Activities and Centralized 
Treasury System of North 
Side High School 

PURPOSE—Unlike many large bus- 
iness concerns, the student-body or- 
ganizations are not incorporated nor 
organized as business associations, 
therefore they have no legal entity. 
Having no legal entity they do not 
have the power as an organization to 
sue or be sued in courts and since the 
members of the organization are mi- 
nors, these members cannot be held li- 
able upon contracts made by the or- 
ganization. In spite of the unfavor- 
able legal status of student-body or- 
ganizations, they seem to have no 
trouble in getting credit. In the light 
of decisions of the courts of several 
states, in similar instances, it is only 
reasonable to assume that the adult 
adviser of such organization is per- 
sorfally responsible for all organiza- 
tion debts contracted by emmbers of 
that organization. In order that fac- 
ulty advisers and the principal be 
safe-guarded against personal finan- 
cial loss resulting from debts con- 
tracted by school organizations with- 
out the approval of the adviser and 
the principal, the centralized treasury 
system has been instituted. The pur- 
pose of the centralized treasury sys- 
tem i sto provide an absolute check on 
the safe-keeping of all receipts for 
all school organizations and clubs, 
and to provide a voucher system of 
requisitioning, ordering and paying 
for materials which requires the ap- 
proval of the faculty adviser before 
purchases can be made or debts con- 
tracted. 

It must be understood by the stu 
dent body and teachers that it is not 
the intention nor the purpose of the 
Associated Activities and Centralized 
Treasury System to curb the activi- 
ties of students nor student organiza 
tions, nor is it intended to limit in any 
way the authority or activities of the 
faculty adviser. Rather, the purpose 
is two-fold, first, to guide student or 
ganizations in their business relation: 
in such a manner as to give them a 
reputable standing in the school and 
in the community, keep them fror 
unwisely contracting debts and conse- 
quently making possible for that or- 
ganization still greater activities and 
greater prestige; and second, to pro 
tect the faculty adviser from persona] 
financial loss resulting from his office 
and to make easier the business duties 
of the faculty adviser. 

ADVANTAGES—1. One checking 
account is kept at the bank for all 
school activities. All checks are sign- 
ed by one person—thefaculty or school 
treasurer who is under bond which 
insures the funds of the school against 
fraudulent uses. 

2. There is a student treasurer to 
keep accounts for the school organi- 
zations and thus secure good training 
in accounting and in th duties of the 
office of secretary-treasurer. 

3. No ordering or purchasing is 
possible without the knowledge of the 
principal or those to whom he dele- 
gates authority to authorize purcrases.

Adapted to Surroundings

}oue in the dense thicket surround. 

- the shallow lakes, bogs, and water- 
co rses of the north woods, where he 
y oy be found reaching upward peel- 
ive the bark from the young trees or 
biting off the tender shoots. 

n running, his movements are de- 
s~ ibed as clumsy; he holds his nose 
ry and his antlers laid back on his 
shoulders to avoid the branches. If 
b+ comes in contact with trees two or 
three inches in diameter and is de- 
tumined to forge ahead he breaks 
the trees down and goes on his jour- 
ney. 
In winter the moose keep to the 
hilly woods in the cover of the ever- 
g eens and live on tender branches of 
trees, shrubs and moss. At the ap- 
proach of warm weather they move 
down to the swamps and lake-sides, 
y here they browse on willows, striped 
niaple, birch, ete., and during the sum- 
rer they live largely on lily roots and 
water plants. 

Always on Alert 

Doctor Glock emphasized the fact 
that the moose has a very keen sense 
o* hearing but his sense of smell is 
little less than amazing. The hunter 
must be very precautious when fol 
lowing the animal because the crackle 
of a small twig which is carelessly 
steoped on and snapped means the 
ending of the pursuit in disappoint- 
meat. The trip may also end in dis- 
appointment if the wind is blowing 
from the hunter to the animal. 
soon as the moose recognizes the 
scent, he knows immediately his 
enemy is pursuing him, and when the 
hunter gets to the place where the 
moose has been he notices the tracks 
leading away with the imprints show- 
ing that the animal had recognized his 
scent and was traveling at a high rate 
of speed in order to escape. 

Another very interesting — point 
which Doctor Glock brought out was 
that the charging by a moose was very 
aot to be overdrawn. He stated that 
the moose seldom ever charges the 
hunter unless it is badly wounded and 
the hunter gets too close, If the ani- 
mal is in great pain it may strike at 
the hunter with his powerful front 
legs or toss him on his antlers, the re- 
sult being very disagreeable in either 
cease. 

Since I have given a general in- 
sight into the life history of the moose 
I will proceed to tell the story of how 
the moose head happens to be part of 
the detcorations on the wall in room 
114. 





Hunt in Alberta

Here is a decessor of our modern 
soap ads: “William Deval, at the Sigr 
pf the Angel in St. Aran’s Lane, Lon- 
lon, maketh Castile, marble, and 
Nhite sope, as good as any man sells; 
ryed and proved and sold at very 
eaconable rates.” (Date, 1680.) 

“And Ladies Wanting Husbands” 

All sorts of things were advertised 
‘or sale, as Macaulay says in his “His- 
ory of England”: “books, quack medi- 
ines, chocolate, Spa water, civet cats, 
urgeons wanting ships, valets want- 
ng masters, and ladies wanting hus- 
yands.” His list reads like a want 
olumn in today’s paper. Everybody 
vho lost or found anything, or wanted 
o trade or sell, seemed to recognize 
hus early the usefulness of the press 
for d ating such news.

Over Twenty Tons 
Of Coal Burned At 
North Side Daily 


Everyone, no doubt, has enjoyed the 
comforting warmth of our school dut- 
ing these cold days, but few are ac 
yuainted with the effort and expense 
necessary to make this heat possible 

North Side High School is equipped 
with three 160 H. P. horizontal 
tubular boilers; two for regular use 
aid one for emergency. 

The average consumption of these 
soilers is from thirteen to fifteen tons 
of coal per day during ordinary win- 
tcr weather, but on extremely cold 
days they consume more than twenty 
tons. 

Two shifts are employed to tend to 
them, a day shift consisting of two 
men and a night shift, usually con- 
sisting of one man. The day shift 
goes on at 4 a. m. and the night watch 
a‘ 6 p.m. 

Because of the large number of 
rooms it requires from three to four 
hours to bring the temperature back 
to normal, if, by chance, the boilers

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Ben Hur 


Reviewed by Philip Bowen 





General Lewis Wallace was at one 
time considered an atheist. In his 
own words he was only “indifferent to 
religion.” Through the influence of 
his friend, Mr. Robert Ingersoll, long 
noted for his extraordinary religious 
views, General Wallace was led to 
study the life‘of Christ. Whatever 
previous views he may have enter- 
tained, soon after he entered upon his 
study, he became a confirmed Chris- 
tian. His most famous work began as 
a serial story of the visit of the Wise 
Men to Bethlehem and was to be pub- 
lished in Harper’s Magazine. 

The descriptive passages in “Ben 
Hur” are all the more remarkable for 
the fact that the author had never 
seen Judea before writing his book 
His material was gathered entirely 
from maps, geographies, letters of hi: 
friends, and such sources. He mus’ 
have been well pleased when he finally 
went to Palestine during his term a: 
United States Minister to Turkey anc 
saw how accurate ‘his descriptior 
really was. This book is one of th 
few ones which I have read in whict 
passages of description are pleasan! 
to read. 

Few places on earth could be a: 
well suited for a setting to an histor 
ical novel as is Palestine. It wa: 
virtually the seat of earliest civiliza 
tion. For centuries it had been thc 
center of historical interest. As ¢ 
commercial center it occupied an en 
viable position. Against such a back 
ground the author has placed his 
characters. It is the only place where 
the Christ could have been portrayed 


The time element is not a difficul( 
one. It is very easy to follow thc 
course of events from the birth of 
Christ to the Crucifixion. The book 
covers a period of about forty years 
Because of one’s familiarity with his 
tory, one also understands conditions 
and circumstances of that period. Au- 
gustus Caesar was Emperor of Rome 
which had reached the apex of her 
power. Romans were practically the 
only privileged persons and were rec- 
ognized, at least by themselves, as 
being superior in everything. More- 
over, at this time faith in the old 
Roman gods was fast declining. In 
a few years the mightiest of con- 
querors would begin the inevitable de- 
cline. Meanwhile the Hebrews suffer- 
ed the insults of Romans, paid taxes 
to their mistress, and awaited the 
coming of the Messiah who should de- 
liver them. 

“Ben Hur” is essentially a story of 
Christ, of the prophecies and rumors 
of His coming, of the effect of these 
upon the people of Palestine, of His 
birth, and of His crucifixion. The dis- 
appointment of the multitudes when 
they found that their “King of thc 
Jews” was only a simple man witk 
no pomp and glory and clashing o! 
arms is well brought out. One car 
almost understand how it happenec 
that Jesus received the treatment tha 
He did. As one reads this book, he is 
inclined to sympathize with them. A 
least we pity them. 

Interwoven with this story is thc 
history of the Hur family of Jerusa 
lem. The main theme is that of thr 
unspeakable treatment of this family 
by the Romans because of an accideni 
to the governor. From prince to gal 
ley-slave and back to fame and for 
tune as the adopted son of a Romar 
tribune and as a victor of the chario! 
race is the course which the leading 
character pursues. The plot is swift 
of action. The destruction of the Hum 
family, to slavery, and to prison and 
leprosy; the ultimate vengeance of 
Judah, Ben Hur, against his Roman 
betrayer, Messala; Ben Hur’s associa- 
tion with the Son of God and the ef- 
fect upon him; and the restoration 
of the family is an entrancing recital. 
This is a story that might well suit 
the needs of modern students who are 
afraid that high-class literature may 
be dull and dry. Action, love, hate, 
pathos, intrigue, and all have their 
alotted places. There are few events 
more exciting in a modern novel than 
the chariot race. 

We can well ask whether or not the 
characters, under these circumstances, 
behaved as human beings of our 
knowledge. 

General Wallace was very careful 
to portray Christ as the Bible does 
He knew that the world in his time 
would not tolerate a novel with Christ 
as its hero. Therefore, he was very 
careful to quote the Bible in al 
speeches of Jesus. The Messiah is 
portrayed as I have always thought 
of Him. Perhaps the scene at the 
Crucifixion is more vivid. One is 
able to grasp its significance better. 

Narrative interest in “Ben Hur” is 
at once achieved. Judah’s singlenes: 
of purpose makes his problem one of 
accomplishment. Vengeance in mod 
ern times is incomplete with our re 
ligion. I am not saying people do no‘ 
seek vengeance, but that the majority 
of people regard it as wrong. Th¢ 
contrary was true in the time of Ber 
Hur. Vengeance was a part of thc 
Hebrew faith. Consequently Judat 
was showing strong traits of charact 
er when he caused the downfall o/ 
Messala. In spite of my so-called re- 


ligious objections I admire him for] - 


so doing. Ben Hur’s love for his 
mother and his sister is an outstand 
ing trait of his. It was the logical 
result of his environment and early 
training. His generosity to Simonides 
and Esther was also natural. It 
would have profited him none to have 
demanded that they remain in servi- 
tude. His love for Esther is the one 


part about which I entertain doubts. Ke 


Is it not possible that under the in- 
fluence of the forceful personality of 
Iras, the Egyptian, he would have 
married her? 
would hove “spoiled” the story, but, 


Of course such a thing} 


nevertheless, I think it very probable. 
It seems to be the case oftentimes 
now and human nature does not 
change. 

All through the book there was 2 
conflict between Esther and _ Iras 
Esther was one of those meek and 
gentle souls who suffer in silence. She 
had a very strong character and her 
strength of will was perhaps out 
standing among that of the othe 
characters. Esther did not really int- 
erest me any more than to wonder 
when Ben Hur would wake to the fact 
that he was in love with her—for I 
‘knew that he would. That type of 
person usually does win the hero in 
the modern novel, although it is often 
zontrary to real life. The author has 
over-emphasized Esther's strength o 
character. The daughter of Simonides 
was too perfect to be perfectly lovely 

On the other hand the fair Iva: 
had charm and personality and beauty 
Jne accepted Esther as beautiful, bu 
ie instantly knew Iras was. She por 
crays the vampire type of person 
iead-strong, self-centered, and unnat 
iral in her relations to her father, the 
aoly Balthasar. Her determinatior 
was strong, but it was directed intc 
she wrong channel. She had the bes 
thances to win the Prince of Hur, but 
nstead, she chose the handsome Mes 
ala. I suppose the difference was that 
a Roman and a Jew. It seemec 
vather a weak ending for Iras tc 
ormmit suicide. But alas! What else 
ould have been done with her! 
‘hank goodness, she did not weaker 
it the last even if she did kiss thei 
wrecious darlings, Bobby and Betty. 

Messala typified all that is Roman 
\rrogant, haughty, handsome, cynical 
verbearing, and supercilious, he in 
stantly created a dislike in the reader’: 
nind. Considering, however, his de 
ecnt he could not well have beer 
therwise. It is rather hard at first 
© realize that he could have been sc 
rcel or at least so indifferent as t 
end Ben Hur, his former friend, t« 
he galleys, and Judah’s mother anc 
sister to prison. But Vergil has ex- 
lained it very well in his quotation 
‘Quid non mortalia pectora cogis, aur! 
acra fames!” I am glad that Mes- 
ala continued plotting against Ben 
Iur even if the latter is our sacred 
ero. At least the Roman was nc 
‘oward and fought to the last. I pre- 
sume it was poetic justice for him 
o be despatched by his lover, Iras 
ut, I must admit the idea is rather 
Id and I am tired of it. 

Much could be said of Judah’s moth 
r. Anyone would be proud to have a 
nother such as she. Her forethought 
‘or her son and daughter were wond 
rful. She sacrificed all for them 
sut in return gained more than she 
rave up. I have wondered what would 
1ave been the effect on Ben Hur if 
1e had never found his mother or, if 
ie had done so, she had remained ¢ 
erer. I might add here that Tirzah 
s a good example of what a sister 
ought to be. 

Simonides was a financial wizard 
‘ wish I had him for a business part- 
ier. His torture on the rack reminded 
ne of the Spanish Inguitition in 
‘Westward Ho!” The old steward 
vas about the most human of all the 
tharacters. He displayed the Hebrew 
raits of endurance, silence, and ven 
yeance—not to mention his inherent 
facility for making money. When 
sonfronted with the dilemna of either 
‘eeping his wealth and position or 
ziving up to his master, he was tempt 
»d as most of us would be. He en- 
‘ertained no doubts as to what kind 
of king the Messiah would be. He 
stood with the masses. Even to the 
‘ast he entertained this hope. His 
ove for his daughter was fostered by 
che death of his wife. He was willing 
‘o forego all pleasures for her wel- 
fare. 

I have not yet mentioned some of 
the lesser characters. Malluch was 
the faithful servant of Simonides 
Now we would call him a private de- 
tective. Balthasar embodied all that 
s holy and religious, for he was one 
of the three Wise Men. Sheik Ilderim 
was blustering, but intensely sincere. 
He loved his horses above all things, 
and I don’t blame him at all. 

After seeing the photoplay produc- 
‘ion of “Ben Hur” I think I appre- 
siated the story more than I would 
aave done. Such scenes as the char- 
ot race and the Crucifixion will re- 
nain with me for a long time. As 
‘or the battle scene it was the most 
spectacular, most stupendous, and 
nost gorgeous bit of action I ever hope

yal will be played at the Butler un 
yorsity field house at Indianapoli 
March 15 and 16.

The teams entered in the tourney 
and limited to eight men, but ten me 
can be certified.

One-half of the fifth bal 
ce shall be divided on the basis 0’ 
ason ticket sales in the local com 
munities on or before 6 p. m., Thurs 
jay, February 28. Season tickets sol« 
after this hour and date cannot be 
counted in finding the share of any 
one school. 

All the competing players, onc 
coach and one faculty manager foi 
each team (ten in all) shall be ad 
mitted free to all the games. 

Admission Announced 


The admission fee to all the sec 
tional tourney games will be 50 cents 
for single session tickets, and $1.5 
for season tickets. The admission fee 
for the regional will be 60 cents for 
single session tickets and $1.00 for 
season tickets. 

The teams who will play at the 
South Side gym in the sectional tour- 
ney are the three Fort Wayne high 
schools and the other high schools of 
tie county, twelve in all.

Schools Should Encourage and 


The underlying principles < 
ictivities in Indiana high school 


Because the educational value of 
hese new additions to school life are 
1ot understood by some persons, ex 
erpts from this bulletin will be pub- 
ished in the Northerner. Today a 
seneral summary is printed. It fol- 
ows: 

.. Underlying Principles: | 

1. A recognition of individual differ 


gram to meet their needs. 

2. The best preparation for life i 
living, and the best training fo- 
citizenship in a democracy is citi- 
zenship in a democracy. 

3. Equalization of opportunity 
whether a student is notably dull, 
studious, clever, rich, poor, hand- 
some, or ugly. 

4, Extra-curricular activities arc 
educative only when they develo; 
qualities that make for complete 
citizenship, notably leadership 
initiative, co-operation and intel 
ligent obedience to authority. 

5. To help students to do certain de 
sirable things they are going t 
do anyway as they take thei 
places as members of social units 
and to exercise those qualities o: 
citizenship which are fundamen- 
tal to society. 

6. Extra-curricular activities should 
have their foundations, in most 
instances, in the curricular activi 
ties and should help to motivat. 
them. 

7. Extra-curricular activities have < 
distinct moral value. 

8. Other underlying principles b) 
Foster: 

a. Where the pupils are free t 
organize and carry on thei 
own activities everything i 
done under the urge of strong 
motives. 

b. By means of common inter 
ests, group experiences, anc 
unified feeling both individua 
development and democratic 
aims may be achieved. 

c. The organization of the sec 
ondary school must provide it 

adolescents with so much goo 
to be done that the bad wil 
have no place. 

B. The Justification of Extra-Curri 
cular Activities: 

1. Modern educational psycholog 
emphasizes the instinctive basi 
of education: gregariousness, co 
operation, emulation, rivalry, anc 
altruism are especially strong ir 
the period of adolescence. 

2. The field of educational sociolog: 
—the sociological objectives 0° 
education are: Vocational effi- 
ciency, avocational efficiency, do 
mestic efficiency, civic efficiency, 
social efficiency, ethical efficiency, 
religious efficiency. 

3. Principles Underlying Extra-Cur- 
ricular Activities: 

1, Two theories involving the object 
of education: 

a. Knowledge constitutes educa- 
tion. 

b. Knowledge and practice must 
go together. 

2. Objectives: 

a. To prepare the student for life 
in a democracy.

Following is the constitution: 

Article 1 
Purpose of the Organization— 

The purpose of this organization i: 
to establish and help direct a contact 
between the faculty and the student 
body. 





Article 2 


Purpose of the Program— 

The purpose of the program is tc 
increase the interest which the pupils 
shall have in the general control of 
the school and its activities and to 
give them a part in the management 
of the same. It shall reflect student 
opinion, advise upon and consider 
projects for the welfare of the school 
and appoint committees for directing 
and regulating such interests and ac 
tivities of the school as from time tc 
time it may appear wise for the Stu 
dent Council to assume. 

Article 3 
Membership— 

Every pupil who is a member of the 
student body of North Side High 
School is automatically a member of 
the Student Council through a duly 
elected representative from each home 
room group, each class organization 
each publication, each social organiza 
tion, and each athletic association. 

Article 4 
Election of Members— 

The election of representatives shall 
be held at the beginning of each schoo’ 
year in the respective groups and or 
ganizations. All organizations shal 
be represented by the head of the or- 
ganization. 

Article 5 


Officers and Their Duties— 

There shall be a president, vice- 
president, and secretary of the Stu- 
dent Council, chosen from its member- 
ship by a majority vote of the council. 

Article 6 


Committees That Shall Function— 





Article 7 
Meetings— 

The meeting of the Student Counci 
shall be held regularly as the mem 
bers may determine, or at the call of 
the principles. 

Article 8 
Term of Office— 

All students, representatives and 
officers shall serve for one school year 
or until their successors shall be 
elected. 

Article 9 
Amendments— 

This constitution may be amended 

at the discretion of the Student

A QUEER DANCE 





The Hopi snake dance should no 
only be termed “queer”, but alse 
weird. I had the occasion to wi-ness 
such a dance several summers ao in 
Arizona. For many centuries the 
Hopi Indians of the village of Walpi, 
in the Painted Desert of Arizona, have 
practiced these rites of a snake-wor- 
shiping ceremony. 

The village of the Walpi is situated 
on top of a great meso, which s‘ands 
high and majestic in a vast desert- 
like valley. 

The event takes place in Augusi 
sach year, the exact date being nine 
jays after the sun sets exactly in the 
center of a certain gap in the moun- 
ain peaks a hundred miles to the 
west of their village. On the day of 
‘he dance people come from all over 
the United States to see an Indian 
seremony which may soon become a 
hing of the past. The ceremony be- 
gins about an hour before sunset. The 
dance is an appeal for rain, rain being 
most important to them, living as they 
do in a semi-arid region, and depend 
ing upon their crops to keep from 
starvation. 

At one side of a smooth flat court 
and against the side of a house is 
the “kisi”, a small arbor made of cot- 
tonwood boughs. This kisi covers « 
circle of about six feet in diameter 
and a small opening to its interior is 
covered with cotton sheeting. 

A single Indian walks into the court 
earrying a full gunny sack. Arriving 
at the kisi, he sets the sack down 
throws back the sheeting and expose: 
a heavy plank, in the middle of which 
is a small round hole which is a sym- 
bol of the Hopi entrance to the under- 
world, from which his ancestors came 

Pushing the plank aside, he uncov- 
ers a rectangular hole in the rock. 
Into this he dumps the contents of 
the sack—a mass of live, dangerous

It, is held by the center 
ind the head and tail swing back and 
forth. 

They march around the court sev- 
ral times and then line up with the 
other men and both groups start to 
chant. 

At a signal, the Snake Clan leave 


“he line, two at a time, and step to 


he opening of the kisi. The Snake 
Chief gets down on his knees and 
reaches into that mass of snakes and 
brings out a snake for each member 
of his clan. 

Then the men place the snakes in 
their mouths, the head hanging on 
one side, the tail on the other. Then 
they take the snakes for a big parade 
around the court. 

In the meanwhile the other clan, 
the Antelopes, form a circle. Then 
several Indian girls come in and place 
cornmeal on the ground. This corn- 
meal was placed so as to form some 
sort of figure, but it was impossible 
to see what kind of a figure it was, 
Back come the snakemen and throw 
the snakes into the cornmeal. The 
old women then have a grand time 
throwing basketful after basketful of 
cornmeal over the snakes. ‘ 

After a while the snake men come 
back; they all drop on their knees 
and make a grab for a snake. They 
act very selfish in regard to the num- 
ber which they may get. They all 
try to get as many as possible. There 
were two Indians kneeling and fac- 
ing each other. As it happened they 
both grabbed the same snake. One 
pulled one way, the other pulled in 
his direction. The poor snake was al- 
most torn in two. At last after pull- 
ing that poor snake as if it were 
taffy, the one Indian politely threw 
down his section. The other man 
picked it up and hurried off. They 
then rush down the hill and place the 
snakes on the ground, allowing them 
to go back into the desert. Several 
of the snakes were allowed to race 
across to where the spectators were 
and then, just before they got quite 
near enough an Indian would reach 
out and grab the snake. This was 
not very pletasant as the snakes were 
almost all diamond-back rattlesnakes 
from which the poison had not been 
taken. It is said that the Indians 
who petrform in this ceremony are 
treated so as to prevent the poisons 
from working should the snake bite 
them,

Council are listed. 

The student council at North 
has elected officers and adopted a con- 
stitution.

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Pi and Squaring the Circle 


Report prepared in Mr. Hewitt’s Geometry 2 Class—By Dorothy McComb 





For over two thousand years the 
world has been confronted by three 
famous problems which cannot be 
solved by use of ruler and compasses 
only. One of these is the trisecting of 
any angle, another the duplicating of 
the cube, and the third, the squaring 
of the circle. 

Of these three problems the “quad- 
rature of the circle” has received most 
attention in modern times. The early 
mathematicians found three methods 
of attacking this problem: first, by 
use of ruler and compasses only; sec- 
ond, by use of higher plane curves; 
and third by such devices as infinite 
series leading to close approximations. 
The leading Greek mathematicians 
seemed to have found the futility of 
the first method, although they did not 
prove it impossible. They were suc- 
cessful with the second, but knew 
nothing about the third. Other mathe- 
maticians were very successful with 
the third. 

The possibility of squaring the 
circle was taken from the realm of 
clementary geometry when Plato’s 
great philosophic school flourished at 
Athens (somewhere around 420 B. C.) 
In this school they distinguished be- 
iween elementary geometry and highe1 
geometry, limiting the former to use 
of ruler and compasses only. 

The object of search has been since 
the time of Archimedes to find the 
ratio of the circumference of a circle 
to its diameter, or pi. We could find

By finding pi 

actly we could also construct a 

raight line equivalent to the circum- 

erence, or “rectify the circumfer- 
ice.” These two problems have been 
studied for many years. Neither has 
teen solved in the realm of elementary 
geometry or otherwise. On account 
of their interrelation they are both 
spoken of as the same problem, 
“squaring the circle.” 

Since we can construct the square 
root of any number, we could square 
the circle if we could find pi as a 
square root, but a German professor, 
Lindeman, in 1882, proved that pi was 
transcendental, or that it is not the 
root of any algebraic equation, and 
furthermore, that the solution of this 
problem is impossible. 

There were three stages in studying 
pi. The first dealt with trying to find 
the value exactly by use of ruler and 
compasses only, the second in finding 
close approximations by means of 
infinite series. The third dealt in try- 
ing to find what kind of a number pi 
is. Lindeman and Lambert reached 
the goal of this last stage. 

The Romans were not so concerned 
in finding pi exactly as the Greeks 
were. The Greek mathematicians were 
not satisfied with results that were 
merely empirical and this problem at- 
tracted their wise men who found re- 
sults just as accurate as ours of today. 

As far as we know 3 was the 

carliest approximation of the value of 
pi. In India an approximation ap- 
peared in a certain poem written be- 
‘ore the Christian era, but the date is 
incertain. About 500 A. D. Ary- 
abhatta gave the value 3.1416. Brah- 
magupta, another Hindu (born 6598 
A. D.) gave the value as V10, and 
this also appears in the writings of 
the Chinese mathematician, Chang 
Heng, (78-139 A. D.). A little later 
in China, Wang Fan (229-267) gave 
3.1550——,, and one of his contempo- 
raries, Lui Hui gave 3.14. In the 
fifteenth century Ch’ung-chih gave as 
the limits of pi 3.1415927 and 
3.1415926 from which he inferred that 
22/7 and 355/113 were good approxi- 
mations, although he does not state 
how he came to this conclusion. 

Archimedes proved that the ratio of 
the circumference of a circle to its 
diameter, or pi, is less than 31/7 and 
greater than 310/71. He proved this 
proposition by inscribing and circum- 
scribing regular polygons about a 
circle, finding their areas up to poly- 
gons of 96 sides and showing that the 























































area of the circle lay somewhere be- 
tween these.

Ceulen’s polygons had when he died 
but it is thought that they must have 
been “2 to the 62d power,” which 
would give the result to 32 places. He 
did not have our methods to work with 
and his method was very laborious. It 
was his request that the value of pi be 
inscribed on his tombstone. 

Later pi was carried to 140 places 
by Georg Viza (died 1793), to 200 by 
Zacharias Dase (died 1844), to 500 by 
Richter (died 1854), and more re- 
cently to 707 decimal places by 
Shanks. 

Many interesting formulae have 
been found. In Aryabhata’s works 
there is a rule for finding pi as fol- 
lows: “Add four to one hundred 
multiply by eight and add again 62 
thousand; the result is the approxi- 
mate value of the circumference when 
the diameter is twenty thousand.” 
This makes pi equal 3.1416. 

It is now thought that for most 
practical purposes 31/7 as the limit 
of pi is sufficient, but for more ac- 
curate work 3.1416 is more satisfac- 
tory. The late Professor Newcomb 
stated that: “Ten decimal places are 
sufficient to give the circumference of 
the earth to the fraction of an inch 
and thirty places would give the cir- 
cumference of the entire universe to 
a quantity imperceptible with the most 
powerful microscope.” 

The Greek letter II has not always 
been used to denote this ratio. In 
1706 William Jones (English) was the 
first to use it. A few years later 
Bermoulli used C, standing for cir- 
cumference. In 1734 Enler used P. 
standing for the Greek word 
periphery, which means the circum- 
ference of the circle. In 1736 Euler 
published his “Analysis” in which he 
used II, and ever since that, this letter 
has been used. The Greeks them- 
selves didn’t use this letter to denote 
the ratio. 

Hippocrates of Chios was the first 
who thought he could actually square 
the circle. His plan was to construct 
semi-circles on three sides of a right- 
angled triangle and prove that the 
sum of lunes thus formed is equal to 
the area itself. 


Deinostratus contributed quite a bit 
to this problem. He devoted most of 
his life to the study of a curve called 
the quadratix, invented by Hippias of 
Elias (420 B. C.), which he thought 
enabled him to square the circle. 

Tablets found at Nippur and else- 
where give us some knowledge of 
Babylonian geometry. From these it 
seems as early as 500 B. C. they could 
find the area of a triangle, square, the 
right-angled triangle, and possibly the 
circle. 

Antiphon inscribed a regular poly 
gon in a circle, doubled the number of 
sides, continued to do so until, as he 
believed, the sides finally coincided 
with the circle. Since he could con- 
struct a square equivalent to any 
polygon he thought he could construct 
a square equivalent to a circle. This 
was called the method of exhaustion 

Since Lindeman published his proof 
that pi is trancendental, geometry 
students no longer try to solve this 
problem. Nevertheless there are some

Wanderlust Leads School Engineer 
To See Many Parts of World 


Mr. Wheeler Has Spent Greater Part of His Life in Finding Out How 
“the Other Half of the World Lives”; Knows His Own Country 
Well; Was Born in State of New Hampshire. 


If any of you are interested in tales of distant places, or “salty 
yarns” of one type or another, step down and see our chief en- 


gineer, Mr. Wheeler. 


He will gladly accommodate you. 


He is 


well qualified to do so, as this account will show. 


Mr. Wheeler was born in New 
Hampshire, and attended school there 
until he attained the fourth grade. 
At this period an irresistable feeling 
of “wonderlust” overtook him, for he 
left home, going from place to place, 
working at odd jobs, until he was 17. 
HHe was then hired as an oiler on 
a steamer. 

His first voyage took him to Aus- 
tralia, but he was not given shore 
leave and saw nothing more than the 
whart and distant town. He then 
sailed to China, landing at Hong 
Kong. 

The Americans were yery courte- 
ously received by the Chinese, for at 
this time the feeling against the for- 
eigners was not so intense. He trav- 
eled around the city and the surround- 
ing country in a “Jinrikshaw,” or 
native conveyance. He states that one 
could ride for hours for only the small

sum of 25 cents. 

But for the legal restrictions, Mr. 
Wheeler said he would have stayed in 
Hong Kong. 

He then returned to the United 
States, but the same fall he shipped 
as porter on another boat, and sailed 
for Alaska. They sailed through the 
Straits to Skagway, where they ar- 
rived without mishap, but on the re- 
turn they were twice frozen in the icc 
floes, and it was necessary to “blow’ 
the ship loose with dynamite. 

Returning from Alaska, he landed 
at Portland, Oregon, where he worked 
for some time. Still the urge to 
“move on” became too strong and he 
spent the next three years “bumming” 
the country in box cars. 

In 1918 he was drafted into the 
army. He served his enlistment in 
France until the end of the war. After

As a summary of literature, it is 
cruthfully to be said that it is the 
‘dealistic thing by which we guide our 
own intelligence, develop our inde- 
pendence and bring together the three 
primaries of life, what is gone, what 
is here, and what is coming.

Parade Is Great Affair;

View It 


March 4 is a memorial date for 
everyone every four years. It is the 
day set aside for the inauguration of 
the president-elect. This year it was 
particularly interesting because 
Herbert Hoover and Senator Curtis 
were sworn in to fill the offices of 
president and vice-president respec- 
tively, of our mighty nation—the 
United States of America.

ARTICLE VIII 
Emblem 


Section 1. Each member of this 
chapter shall be entitled to wear the 
emblem adopted by the National 
Society, which he will receive upon 
payment of its cost. Each student 
must pay for his own emblem. 

Sec. 2. Any member who with- 
draws or is dropped from the chapter 
shall return the emblem to the chap- 
ter and be reimbursed for it. 


ARTICLE IX 
Dues 
Section 1. Each active member of 
this chapter shall contribute annually 
a sum, not to exceed fifty cents, to be 
assessed by the executive committee. 
ARTICLE X 
Amendments 
Section 1. This constitution may 
be amended by a two-thirds vote of 
the chapter, provided that the pro- 
posed amendment has been approved 
by the council and notice to members 
has been given at least one month 
previous to the meeting at which it is 
to be voted upon. All amendments 
must be approved by the National 
Council.

Pupils Are Asked to Check 
Their Credits With List 
Before Making Elec- 
tions. 


Choice of Subjects for Next 
Term Will Be Made 
Soon. 





As election blanks for next semester 
will be filled out within the next week 
Mr. Northrop wishes each student to 
check his credits to see that he is 
fulfilling the requirements for gradu- 
ation. 

Only one important change should 
be noticed and that is that beginning 
with the class of 1982, two credits in 
health education will be required and 
the junior year will be required a 
course in health which will be a solid 
subject. 

Following the list of requirements 
for graduation. Each pupil who ex- 
pects to graduate must haxe sixteen 
units of high school work, including 
the following: 

(a) English—ninth, 
twelfth years, 3 units. 

(b) Social studies, 3 units. 

Two units in social studies will be 
accepted for those pupils who have 
majors in non-academic subjects, i. e., 
art, commerce, and vocational sub- 
jects. 

(c) Mathematies, 1 unit. 

(d) Science, 1 unit. 

(e) Health education, 1 unit. 

The health education unit is earned 
by taking physical training two or 
three times a week for four semesters, 
and health education five times a 
week for one semester. 

(f) Elective, 7 units. 

Elective units must be chosen so 
that the pupil has two minors in ad- 
dition to the two majors that are re- 
quired. 

A major is a subject pursued for 
three years. 

A minor is a subject pursued for 
two years. 

A unit requires the completion of 
one year’s study of a subject, five 
days each week. 

High School Courses 

The work offered in the three high 
schools of Fort Wayne is designed to 
meet the wants and capacities of all 
boys and girls who graduate from the 
eighth grade. Three courses—the 
general, the college preparatory, and 
the commercial—are offered in each 
of the schools, and a fourth—the 
vocational—is offered in Central High 
School only. 

The General Course 

The general course is designed 
primarily for those pupils who do not 
intend to go to college and who do 
want to prepare, during their high 
school career, for a specific vocation. 
Approximately one-half of the pupils 
who enter high school should enroll in 
this course, 

The College Preparatory Course 

The college preparatory course is 
designed to prepare pupils to enter 
college. Graduates of this course who 
make an average of B or better will 
be admitted to any college or uni- 
versity in the country, except a few 
which yet demand the passing of en- 
trance examinations. Those who have 
made an average of B or better will 
be quite sure of being able to meet 
the examination requirements of the 
small number of colleges and universi- 
ties in this group. 

Because the college preparatory 
course is designed to enable its takers 
to enter institutions of higher learn- 
ing, it is the most difficult of the four 
offered. To prevent unnecessary 
failures, no pupil with a rating lower 
than B will be permitted to enroll in 
this course. 

Different colleges and universities 
have different entrance requirements, 
It is therefore advisable that parents 
consult with the principal of the high 
school early in the first term con- 
cerning the subjects necessary for ad- 
mission to the particular school to 
which the pupil will go when he 
graduates from the twelfth grade. 

The Commercial Course 

The commercial course is intended 
to give to those who take it a sound 
general education together with spe- 
cific preparation for secretarial and 
general office work. Graduates of 
this course are holding many excellent 
positions in various firms of this and 
otther cities. The course is a difficult 
one, and boys and girls who take it 
should stand high in their classes. 

Changes of Courses 

Because each course has been 
created to meet a specific need there 
ean be little changing among the four. 
Some subjects count toward gradu- 
ation in one course and not in an- 
other. Pupils who wish to transfer 
from our course to another may do so 
only after having secured the per- 
mission of the high school principal. 
To make this change later than the 
end of the first year will almost in- 
variably result in the loss of credit.

He says he was born in the honored town of Madison, Ind. Of 


course, we do not doubt him there, 
but when he stated that he was born 
in 1492, we doubted his word and de- 
cided that his age is around twenty.

Mr. Hewitt attended school at Madi- 
son high school.

“The Vikings” 
On April I 


Local Chapter of U. of Mich- 
igan Is Sponsoring 
Production 


Much Interest Is Being 
Taken by Local Civie 
Groups. 





The local chapter of the University 
of Michigan’s alumni organization is 
sponsoring the production of Ibsen’s 
“The Vikings,” which will be given at 
North Side High School Monday 
night, April 1. Along with this per- 
formance there will be the Chavilux 
color organ played by Thomas Wil- 
fred. 

A very lively interest in the produc- 
tion is being displayed by local civic 
groups. The play is of great interest 
culturally because of the unusual 
nature of the color organ which uses 
as an artistic medium, living lights, 
and of its combination with the 
Ibsen’s great drama, 

The middle west tour of the play 
has included performances at Ann 
Arbor, Flint, Detroit, Saginaw, and 
Battle Creek. The production from 
here goes to Madison, St. Paul, Mil- 
waukee, and Minneapolis. Mr. Wil- 
fred had such an outstanding success 
in Chicago last spring and summer 
that he was induced to give up five 
weeks’ time from his eastern engage- 
ment for his middle west tour. 

The well known dramatic critic of 
the Chicago Herald and Examiner, 
Ashton Stevens, wrote an enthusiastic 
review of “The Vikings” when it was 
presented in Chicago. 

“Ibsen,” he says, “attempted this 
dramatization of the old Icelandic 
sagas that we now know as ‘The 
Vikings,’ or ‘The Warriors of Hilge- 
land’ when he was a backward youth 
of 29,” 

He continued, “There is none of the 
stuffiness that covers some of Ibsen’s 
later works. ‘The Vikings’ was a 
pretty wild melodrama then—back in 
1807—according to the Norwegian re- 
viewrs and it is still extremely melo- 
dramatic, not to say operatic, today.” 

But it is a marvelously built cre- 
ation, as thrilling, says, asa western 
movie, and it contains ass its central 
figure a blood-curdling heroine beside 
whom. Shakespeare’s Lady Brunhilde 
is a trusting ingenue. I refer to that 
super Brunhilde, Hjordis by name, 
eater of the wolf’s heart and slayer 
of the great pirate, Sigiud, who won 
her with his sword and turned her 
over to his Pythian pal, Gunnar. 

Another reviewer said that the 
Chavilux had a distinct effect on the 
audience, more subtle than music, 
more evasive than sound, of a rarified 
character and calling on senses not 
yet fully active.

lege education next year, but who do not have the necessary funds, 
the College club of this city has made it possible for them to pro- 
cure $200 to further their education. 


The members of this organization 
are all college graduates, and they 
offer a college club scholarship or 
annual gift to any Fort Wayne girl 
who wishes to attend a university, 
college or normal school, in accord- 
ance with the regulations. 

Miss Florence Reynard, dean of 
girls at North Side, is chairman of 
the college loan fund, The regula- 
tions under which the loans are made 
follow: 

1. Those desiring the gift must pre- 
sent a formal application, sponsored 
by any member of the college club. 

2. The applicant should forward to 
the committee the names of at least 
three persons from whom further 
confidential information may be ob- 
tained, concerning her qualification. 

3. The applicant may be requested 
to appear before the committee after 
her application has been filed. 

4. In making the award the com- 
mittee will take into account the fi- 
nancial need of the applicant, her lit- 
erary and scholastic attainments, her 
qualities of leadership, personality, 
general conduct, and physical vigor. 

5. The gift may be awarded to any 
applicant the second time upon the 
recommendation and approval of the 
committee. 

6. Applicants for the gift should be 
filed with the chairman of the scholar- 
ship committee, by the first Tuesday 
in April. 

7. The gift to be awarded the first 
Tuesday in May, but is not to be paid 
until the following October 1. 

8. If the applicant finds that it is 
impossible for her to attend college, 
the gift will be awarded the second 
choice of the committee. In such a 
case the first person has the oppor- 
tunity of the award one year later. 

9. No restriction is to be placed on 
the applicant’s choice of studies. 

Those who do not wish to compete 
for the gift and wish to obtain a loan, 
ean do so by filling the following 
qualifications and regulations: 

1. The loan is to be available for 
senior girls in a university, college, or 
normal school. 

2. Those desiring the loan must 
present a written application, spon- 
sored by any member of the college 
club. 

3. The application should refer the 
committee to at least three persons 
from whom further confidential in- 
formation may be obtained concerning 
her qualifications. 

4. The applicant must be accom- 
panied by a record certified by the 
registrar or some other responsible 
school official of the courses which 
this applicant has pursued. 

5. Each applicant must present a 
health certificate to the committee, 
from her family doctor or _ school 
doctor. 

6. In making loans the committee 
will take into account the financial 
need of the applicant, her literary and 
scholastic ability and attainments, her 


qualifications of leadership, person- 
ality, and general conduct. 
7. For each loan a note will be 


taken, drawn for the full amount of 
the loan. An interest charge of 5 
per cent is to be paid beginning the 
third year after graduation, or with- 
drawal from university, college or 
normal school. A definite date of 
payment of interest will be placed on 
the note, namely, June 30, 1932 (three 
years after probable date of student 
leaving school). 

8. Loans shall be payable in install- 
ments of not less than $25 per year, 
which payments shall apply toward 
the reduction of principle and interest. 
The payments may be made in sums 
of $5, $10, and $15, to suit the con- 
venience of the borrower. The first 
payment is due the first year after 
graduation date; the first installment 
shall become due six months after 
date of graduation. In such a case, 
the interest clause under article 7 
does not apply to the borrower. 

9. No restriction is to be placed 
upon the applicant’s choice of studies. 

The above loan is to the amount of 
$100, and is available to girls only, 
who are seniors in any college. The

Yes. Each school team can and 
should be considered a repre- 
sentative team of the high 
school and, as such, be governed 
by all of the I. H. S. A. A. rules 
and privileges. 

4. May students practice basketball 

before October 1 and after the date 

of the state final basketball tour- 
ney? 

Practice within the school in 
basketball may take place at 
any time. 

5. What is a five-year man? 

Students who have been enrolled 
in high school for twenty or 
more days between September 
1 and December 1, between De- 
cember 1 and March 1, or be- 
ttween March 1 and June 1 for 
four times are ineligible for 
football, basketball and spring 
athletics respectively, with the 
following excepttions. 

A student who enters high school 
for the first time at the begin- 
ning of semester of any school 
year, may be enrolled four 
times of twenty or more days 
each between December 1 and 
March 1 following this first 
semester of his enrollment, and 
he may be eligible for basket- 
ball for these four seasons pro- 
vided he does not play in any 
game during his first semester 
of enrollment.

Science Demonstrated 





Dr. Ira Jones Illustrates Talk 
at Assembly; Inventions 


Are Shown 





Dr. Ira Hilton Jones, scientist, gave 
an interesting lecture to the North 
Side students last Friday. He spoke 
on “Science in the Future.” He also 
gave some very interesting demon- 
strations, 

Proving that accidents are some- 
times beneficial, he cited the discov- 
eries of Charles Atchison, all of which 
have proved extremely valuable. 
Among these discoveries were: bricks 
made from straw juice, and clay, a 
carbon compound which is used for 
glass cutting, and a process by which 
aluminum can be made cheap enough 
to be used commercially. 

He also showed one of the most 
valuable inventions of recent years. It 
is a bell which is controlled by light. 
A shadow passing between the bell 
and the light would start an alarm 
which causes the bell to ring. It 
would make a burglar alarm which 
would make a bank absolutely burglar 
proof. 

The use of tear bombs as a pre- 
ventive for burglary was also dem- 
onstrated.

Council Takes 
Up Discussion 
Of Club Pins 


Cost of Emblems Is Consid- 
ered; Responsibilities of 
Students Taken Up. 





Council Favors Seating of 
Pupils by Classes in 
Auditorium. 





Yesterday, during the third period, 
another Student Council meeting was 
held, at which time reports from the 
civics committee and the ways and 
means committee were heard. 

Acting on the suggestion of the 
Northerner in the March 15 issue that 
the Student Council should take up 
the question of the high costs of club 
pins and their effort on the vital ac- 
tivities of the school, the civics com- 
mittee made a thorough investigation 
of the problem and reported the facts 
to the Council. With this data avail- 
able the Student Council gave the 
matter due consideration. 

The ways and means committee in- 
vestigated the problem ‘of student re- 
sponsibilities and reported their find- 
ings. It was discovered that it is a 
problem of vital importance to every 
student, and especially to the school 
as a whole. Each student should 
realize, the committee reported, that, 
in order to build up a community 
spirit of the right kind, he must ac- 
cept certain responsibilities. 

Among these are: prompt attend- 
ance to all classes, proper preparation 
of assignments, and correct behavior 
around the school. The committee 
made several recommendations which 
will be published later, The Council 
is acting upon these recommendations 
and will soon have some satisfactory 
method of handling the problem to 
report, it is believed. 

In regard to the seating arrange- 
ment of the classes at the auditorium 
programs, paid or otherwise, the 
Student Council is of the opinion that 
the plan of sitting by classes in the 
proper places is the best. The Council 
thinks this to be true, for it is a mark 
of courtesy on the part of the under- 
classmen toward the upperclassmen. 
The student body’ is” establishing” a 
tradition for the following classes to 
observe, and each class in its turn 
wlil have the privilege of sitting in 
the front section when it becomes the 
senior class. It is hoped that every 
student will see the matter in this 
light. 

It was announced by the president 
of the Student Council that if any 
student has any matter, which is of 
importance to the whole student body, 
he should report it to his home room 
representative to be brought’ before 
the Council for diseussion. It should 
be remembered that representatives 
are supposed to report to their home 
rooms matters of importance which 
have been discussed at former meet- 
ings. Representatives are urged to do 
this. In order that the Student Coun- 
cil may better deal with school pro- 
blems, the student body is also urged 
to discuss them in the home rooms.

Aiding in Survey 


Housing Situation Being In- 
vestigated to Assist Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 





As some of you know the housing 
survey of the city is being taken 
again this year. What is this about 
you ask? Well here’s the dope. 

The Chamber of Commerce tries as 
much as possible to bring to Fort 
Wayne new industries. The first 
question asked by the industry is, 
“What about the labor?” and next, 
“What about the housing?” To over- 
come the difficulty of the question of 
houses the survey is held. 

The object of the survey is to see 
how many vacant houses there are. 
How many ones rented and how many 
owned by the family living therein. 

The city is divided up into sections, 
north, south, and central, and then 
the high schools asked to contribute 
as many students to put on this work. 

North Side has about three hun- 
dred participants in the survey South 
Side about four hundred fifty, and 
Central about two hundred fifty, there 


being in all about one thousand 
students. 

These students are placed under 
members of the Chamber of Com- 


merce, who called at 8 o'clock this 
morning for them to conduct them to 
their respective districts. 

The work will be finished about 10 
or 11 o’elock and, as a reward for 
their service, the students will get 
the rest of the day free to do as they 
see fit. Their grade cards will be 
their admit back to school Monday 
morning.

L. C. Ward, Superintendent of Schools, Says Everyone Will Fall Into 


One of Three Classifications: 
or Manager of Things. 


Manager of Ideas, Manager of Men, 





“Friends, Redskins, and countrymen,” began L. C. Ward, 
superintendent of public schools, in his address delivered at the 
National Honor Society assembly held in the auditorium Wednes- 
day, April 24. His discussion dealt, with the necessity of thinking 


about one’s future years. 
“It is time for everyone to start 





thinking about what he is going to do| thought of by managers of ideas and 


after he leaves high school. Scholar- 
ship is not the least important item 
a school can give a student, but many 
other things enter in also, Still,” he 
said, “many people think that schol- 
arship is the least important.” 

Mr. Ward pointed out how all men 
fall into one of the following three 
classes: manager of ideas, manager 
of men, and manager of things. 
course, in the former there are the 
least number of people, because that 
class requires skill and intelligence of 
the highest kind. This group, then, 
is the most important group of the 
three, 

Those men dealing with things are 
the mechanics, bankers, manufactur- 
ers, engineers, and the like, for they 


made possible by the manager of men. 
For an example: some man got the 
idea that if a large well were con- 
structed in Fort Wayne to be used 
for everybody, it would be better 
adapted to supply pure water for the 
people. This man would be the man- 
ager of ideas. The one who would 
bring the proposition up before the 


Of] people would be called the manager 


of men. Then, next, the one who 
would put the manual labor to the 
idea would be the manager of things. 

In summing all of these things up, 
the manager of ideas is the one who 
finds the idea; the manager of men is 
the one who introduces the idea and 
puts it before the public; and the 
manager of things is the one who

These 
hardships were rare, and usually the 
trip was just as much fun then as it 
is now. 

One sad drawback to perfect bliss 
for anyone living in Irvington was the 
fact that Washington street, from the 
limit of Irvington to the city limits 
of Indianapolis, was a sea of mud. 
This made it necessary to go to down- 
town dances on the street car or to 
use someone’s perfectly good five dol- 
lars to pay for a cab. Only formal 
occasions would make the boys be 
such sports. 

After her high school days came 
Butler College, from which Miss Sin- 
clair received an A.B. degree, Since 
then she has attended the University 
of Illinois, Columbia University, John 
Herron Art school, and the Chicago

Harold Loring, who has lived several 
years among the Indians studying 
their customs and habits and learning 
their songs and dances, delivered an 
interesting talk on the native North 
Americans. 









Real Indian Sings 
Mr. Loring was accompanied by 
William Crazy Bull, a young Sioux 
Indian. Mr. Loring told many dif- 
ferent phases in the life of the Indian. 
Crazy Bull sang an Indian love song 


while playing it on the drum. Mr. 
Loring told how the Indian lover 
courts his hoped-to-be wife. The 


suitor stands several yards from the 
girl’s camp and plays the old Indian 
love song. No one pays the least bit 
of attention to him, and sometimes he 
will come back and repeat this process 
for as long as eleven weeks. Then 
perhaps the girl’s father will come 
down and talk to the young brave and 
his hopes soar to the skies. The next 
day he brings a string of horses and 
leaves them at the door of the tepee. 
The following evening he again re- 
turns and if the horses are gone he 
knows that he has been accepted, and 
if they are still there he has been re- 
jected, but in most cases they are ac- 
cepted,

Mr. Loring played the 
which was used when

also danced this one. An impressive 
ceremony conducted for the dead was 
demonstrated, and also the song 
which goes with it. 

Crazy Bull talked to the audience 
in his native language, and Mr. Loring 
translated it. The Indians have re- 
cently added to their language sev- 
eral new words, such as radio, auto- 
mobile, and street car.

In 
the Indian tongue the word “radio,” 
when translated, is “song that comes 
over the wind;” “automobile,” “that 
which starts and goes by itself,” and 
“trolly car,” “the magic car that goes 
on the iron road in the white man’s 
town.”

Principal Is Not Made Dissatisfied with Fort Wayne's Newest High School 
and Its Pupil though He Inspects Luxurious Establishments in Rich 


Chicago Suburbs. 





M. H. Northrop, our principal, attended the spring meeting 
of the Principal's Club at Evanston, Illinois, on April 18 and 19, 
as guest of the Northwestern University School of Education. 


These meetings are held twice 
Indiana and in the spring at Chicago.

Side, 

Thursday afternoon was spent in a 
sightseeing tour.

He explained the 
care and geenral upkeep of the school 
and grounds. The dean of the School 
of Education gave a short introduc- 
tory speech, 

Friday morning the principals ex- 
plored the regions of the New Trier 
Township high school. Lunch was 
served to them in the school cafeteria 
as the guests of the administration 
force of the high school. A discussion 
followed after which Mr. Northrop 
and his party started for Fort Wayne, 

The Evanston high school has an 
enrollment of 2,250. Their building is 
very complete with a very large gym- 
nasium, a swimming pool, and nine 
home rooms with two hundred stu- 
dents. The latter are used as study 
halls during the remainder of the day, 
each having a teacher in charge. 

The New Trier high school is also 
a very complete building with athletic 
facilities to accommodate a football 
squad of 300 boys. Their home room 
system is called the advisory period 
and is thirty minutes long. 

Mr. Northrop “commented that he 
was “very well pleased with the 
schools and enjoyed himself immense-= 
ly.” He states, too, “I came back 
feeling that we had a fine school,” 
and he declares that he is very proud 
of it.

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Conference Track Meet Io Be Held 


Records Show 
Events To Be 
Hotly Fought 


Dope Indicates North Side 
Side Boys Should Tally 
Share of Points on 
Saturday. 


Central, South Side, Garrett 
and Auburn All Look 
Strong. 


North Side will enter the North- 
eastern Indiana Athletic conference 
track meet at Garrett on Saturday 
afternoon at 1 o’clock. This will be 
the last track meet before the sec- 
tional meet that will be held on Sat- 
urday afternoon, May 11, at the South 
Side stadium. Schools entering the 
conference meet will probably be 
North Side, Central, South Side of 
Fort Wayne, Bluffton, Auburn, Gar- 
rett, and Decatur. 

Each school will probably have en- 
tries in all the events. Central’s well- 
balanced team, however, will likely 
manage to pile up the highest score. 

Hunter and McClure of Auburn 
will probably take the 100-yard dash, 
not, however, without some keen com- 
petition offered by Eby of North Side, 
because his records of the past have 
equaled those of the two Auburn dash 
men mentioned above. 

North Side, Central, and Auburn 
look exceptionally strong in the 200- 
yard dash. Coil of Garrett has a 
record of 23.7 seconds. Buggs of 
Central has a close record of 24 flat. 
However, Eby and Chaffin will push 
the other boys, and probably place in 
this event. 

In the 440-yard dash, Hay of Cen- 
tral will more than likely place first, 
his time in the past being 54 seconds 
flat, which is just four-tenths of a 
second slower than the sectional 
record set by Kepler in 1927. Geyer 
of North Side and Hauser of Garrett 
will have a close race, because their 
past records are equal. Lentz of 
South Side has a record which is just 
a shade slower than that of Geyer and 
Houser. 

Gouty of South Side will undoubt- 
edly place first in the half-mile run. 
He has broken the sectional record 
made by Allen Lamont of Central in 
1925, which is 2:14 minutes; Gouty’s 
record is 2:10.7 minutes. Baker of 
North Side will push him hard, as his 
record is the second fastest in the 
conference, However, Meyers of Au- 
burn and Stewart of Garrett will 
make an exciting race. 

Central will probably claim the 
220-yard low hurdles. Jenkins is a 
fast man, but Sessler and Bowen of 
North Side will push him harder than) 
the other contestants. Fleming of 
South Side and Stebing of Auburn 
will have a fast and exciting race of 
their own, because their records are 
also a perfect balance. 

Huffman and Davis of Auburn, 
both do 10 feet 6 inches in the pole 
vault. Bolyard of South Side, Scott 
of North Side, and Dornte of Central 
all have marks that hover around 9 
feet 6 inches; but is doubtful who 
will take this event . 

Gouty of South Side will probably 
take the mile run, with Zahn of the 
same school pushing him hard. Both 
do it in less than 4 minutes 50 seconds. 
Baker will push them hard, with Wei- 
feit of Garrett pounding the cinders 
in rapid succession. 

The 120-yard high hurdles will be a 
close race between Sessler of North 
Side and Babbs of Central. The 
latter broke Sessler’s record by one-

The othe 
contestants have records of nineteen 
or more. 

In the shot-put Nicholson of Garrett 
looks quite strong. He has heaved it 





more than forty-four feet. Dickey of 
South Side heaves it around forty 
feet, with Buggs and Vincenski near- 
ing Dickey’s mark. 

Babbs will probably take the broad 
jump, as his fast record is 20 feet 7% 
inches. Coil of Garrett and Chaffin 
should also place. 

The high jump will undoubtedly go 
to Vauris of North Side, if fast 
records are any sign at all. Davis of 
Garrett will also cross the bar at 54% 
feet or better according to his past 
records. Babbs and Dornte will also 
eross the bar at a mark more than 
five feet.

Central won the  intra-city meet 
Saturday, nosing out South Side by 
nine points. The Tigers scored 45 
points.

120-yard high hurdles—19s. 

220-yard low hurdles—29s. 

Running high jump—5 ft. 

Running broad jump—19 ft. 

Pole vault—8 ft. 9 in. 

Putting Shot (12-lb.)—36 ft. 

The above, together with a mile 
and a half-mile relay, will constitute 
the events of the meet. 

Ribbons will be given to the win- 
ners of the first three places and also 
to the members of the winning relay 
teams. Contestants who win a first 
or second place will go to the final 
meet at Indianapolis.

Experiences in War and Teaching 
Stand Out in My. Pennington’s Life 


Received Inspiration to Teach After 
nection with Schools; Was in Charge of Negro Troops When an 


Doing Commercial Work in Con- 





Mr. Pennington was born in Spiceland, Ind., and there received 
He graduated from high school at the 
His college days were spent at Earlham 


college, and also at Indiana university. 


Before he started to teach he made 
his living by making adjustable win- 
dow shades for school buildings. Per- 
haps that is where he got the inspira- 
tion to teach school. The first offer 
he received to teach school he ac- 
cepted. This was at Brownsville, Ind. 
He taught one-half a semester here 
at the age of twenty-eight. 

He went back to Spiceland and 
taught there for six years, and then 
he came here last year. 

Mr. Pennington went to Camp Tay- 
lor, in Louisville, Ky.; Little Rock, 
Arkansas, and then to Waco, Texas, 
preparing to go to France to fight in 
the World war. He went to France 
in September with the replacement 
troops, the first year of the war. He 
sailed on the American ship called the 
Leviathan, and he came back in the 
Ulnia. As it was dark when they 
sailed for France and as he was sea 
sick when he returned, the thrill of 
seeing the Statue of Liberty was 
missed. 

In France he had the commission 
of second lieutenant in the infantry. 
He commanded the ninety-second di- 
vision of negroes. He remained in 
France for two years. The experience 
with the negroes were amusing. The 
enemy sent over an airplane attack. 
The negroes always went to the dug- 
outs whenever an air attack occurred. 
On their way one negro said to an- 
other one, “Boy, them white pajamas 
sure show up plain in de dark, Sam. 
So Sam took them off. 

When his troops were returning, 
Sam said to the Statue of Liberty, 
“Listen, old gal, if you evah want to 
see me agin you'll have to do a rijrht 
about face.” 

Most of the negroes in his command 
didn’t obey orders except when he was 
around. When he turned his back, 
they turned over to go to sleep. They 
weren’t dependable. He said they re- 
minded him of the students in the 
North Side study hall. Don’t rush, 
North Siders, don’t rush.

Redskins to Compete in Sectional Meet Saturday 


Sixteen Are 
Entered by 
Track Coach 


Thirteen Schools Are En- 
tered in Events to Be 
Held at South 
Side. 


Winners of First Two Places 
to Compete in Indian- 
apolis Finals. 








North Side will enter the sectional 
track and field meet that will be held 
at the South Side stadium Saturday 
at 2 o'clock daylight savings time, or 
1 o'clock central standard time. South 
Side is the host school of this meet, 

North Side will have sixteen entries 
Central has fourteen entries, while 
South Side heads the list with 
eighteen entries. 

Schools that have entered are as 
follows: 

Berne, Bippus, Bluffton, Central, 
Decatur, Geneva, Huntington, Hunt- 
ington township, Larwill, North Side 
South Side, South Whitley, and South 
Wayne township. These thirteen 
schools have representatives that total 
one hundred nineteen. The winners 
of first and second place of the in- 
dividual events will participate in the 
state track and field meet at Indian- 
apolis along with the winners of the 
other fourteen sectionals over the 
state. 

Each school may enter three men 
in each event, but one must be 
seratched by 12 o’clock Saturday noon. 
Names will be drawn for each runner 
prior to the meet. 

Central’s well balanced track team 
will probably have the highest total 
of points although Larwill will push 
them hard. Larwill has a power in 
Wallace, who will, undoubtedly, be the 
high point man of the meet if his past 
records can be relied upon. He pole- 
vaults around twelve feet, heaves the 
shot about forty-five feet, although 
Cordill, the South Whitley entry, will 
push him hard. Wallace has held the 
district record in the shot-put for 
three years, having won it in his 
freshman year. Wallace broad jumps 
around nineteen and a half feet, which 
will probably bring him a place in 
this event. South Side and Bluffton 
will fight it out for the third place 
these schools have strong teams also. 
Bluffton, however, had eight more 
points than South Side in the confer- 
ence meet last week. 

In the 440-yard dash Central will 
probably take a first because of Hay. 
His mark of 54 flat is only four-tenths 
of a second slower than the one set by 
Kepler, also a Central track man, in 
1927. Van Horn of Bluffton will 
push Hay, having taken first at the 
conference last week. His mark was 
fifty-five and one-tenth seconds. Lentz 
of South Side and Geyer of North Side 
will have a nice battle of their own for 
third place, more than likely. 

The century dash will be a fast 
race. Dickey will probably represent 
South Side. If the wind is strong and 
blows against the entries, he will be 
less handicapped than the other men 
because of his strength and powerful 
drive that have enabled him to break 
the tape in the last triangular meet. 
Eby of North Side should place in this 
event along with Buggs of Central. 
Ellenwood will also be pounding the 
cinders at the heels of the leaders. It 
must be remembered that he took 
third place in this event in the city 
triangular meet week before last. 

In the high jump there will be much 
competition. Vauris of North Side 
looks good for a first, but it may be 
doubtful because it is said that Wal- 
lace of Larwill does close to six feet. 
Robinson of Huntington does around 
five and a half feet, Evans of Larwill 
does the same height as Robinson, 
Dornte and Babb of Central and Wil- 
son will also be crossing the bar close 
to five and a half. There will be a tie 
in this event more than likely. 

The mile run will probably result 
in Gouty taking a first place for South 
Side. He is the fastest miler in this 
section and will be a strong contender 











in the state meet for first place in 
this run. Weissel of Bluffton will have 
to eliminate Zahn of South Side, who 
ran this event in 4:49, Baker of 
North Side will also be pounding the 
cinders, with Williamson of Larwill 
as a companion. 

In the shot-put there are several 
entries that can heave it more than 
forty feet. Wallace of Larwill heaves 
it forty-five feet, while Cordill of 
South Whitley has held the district 
record of shot-put for three years. 
Dickey of South Side took first in the 
city triangular meet, with Buggs and 
Vincenski of Central taking second 
and third places. Berne has a man 
who heaves the lead forty feet and 
better, 

The 120-yard high hurdles will be 
a close race. The two fastest men 
appear to be Sessler of North Side 
and Babbs of Central. Sessler had 
some tough luck in the conference 
meet. The first place lies between 
Sessler, Babbs, and Gerber of Deca- 
tur, who won the conference meet 
with a mark of seventeen and two- 
tenths seconds, However, Babbs has 
done it in sixteen and nine-tenths sec- 
onds, while Sessler has a_ record of 
seventeen flat. 

The pole vault will go to Wallace, 
who does around twelve feet. Dornte 
of Central will cross the bar around 
ten feet. Scott of North Side is also 
a fine pole vaulter and should count 
for North Side. 

In the half-mile run South Side will 
again come out in front. Gouty has 
a record of 2:10.6 minutes, which is 
mighty fast time. Williamson of Lar- 
will runs this in about 2:10 also. 
Weissell of Bluffton is a strong bet 
for third, Baker of North Side and 
Lentz of South Side will give Weissell 
good competition, however. 

The 220-yard dash is a_ probable 
first for Central, because of Buggs’ 
fast performances. Dickey of South 
Side can also run this race in nice 
time and will make a strong bid for 
second place. Ellenwood, running for 
the Green and White, will make good 
competition for Eby, the North Side 
dash man. 

The 220-yard low hurdles will prob- 
ably go to Bluffton because of Penrod, 
who made a record of twenty-eight 
and one-tenth at the conference. 
Sessler of North Side will give him 
plenty of competition for the first 
honors and is almost certain of second 
place. Bowen, the other fast low 
hurdle man of North Side, will furnish 
Jenkins of Central good competition. 
This will be one of the closest and 
most exciting of the races. 

Babbs of Central looks very strong 
for a first place man in the broad 
jump, having taken first place in the 
conference meet and also the city 
triangular meet, his distance is twenty 
feet seven and a half inches. Wallace 
and Fox of Larwill have distances 
around nineteen and a _ half feet. 
Buggs of Central will have Chaffin of 
North Side to contend with in this 
event. South Side and Bluffton are 
apparently weak in this particular 
event. 

For the mile relay North Side will 
pick a team at random, but it will 
make a strong bid for first place 
having taken first place in the city 
triangular meet two weeks ago. The 
team was composed of Baker, Bowen, 
Dalton, and Geyer, 

The half-mile relay team will also 
be picked at random, and will give 
competition to the other schools that 
enter this relay. 

Hugh Vandevier, well known In- 
diana High School Athletic associa- 
tion official from Marion, will be the 
starter and referee in charge of the 
track events, and Bob Judy of Fort 
Wayne, member of the Olympic track 
team in 1924, will be in charge of the 
field events. 

R. Nelson Snider, principal of South 
Side; George Russell and J. H. Me- 
Clure will assist Bob Judy. Hoy, 
Hemphill, Murch, and Richardson will 
be judges of the finish. 

The timers are M. H. Northrop, 
Mr. Croninger, and Mr. Flint of 
South Side. 

Suter, Michaud, and Virts will be 
the inspectors, Mr. Eyster of North 
Side will be the official scorer.

Is One of Forty-eight Pa- 
pers Competing for Sigma 
Delta Chi Award 


Forty-eight high school papers, one 
of which is the Northerner, have been 
entered in the second annual Indiana 
high school newspaper contest fostered 
by the Indiana University chapter of 
Sigma Delta Chi, professional journal- 
istic fraternity, Franklin K. Mullen, 
manager of the contest, announced 
Thursday. 

Winners of the contest will be an- 
nounced next September in the State 
Fair edition of the Indiana Daily 
Student. The winners of the four di- 
visions will receive a certificate an- 
nouncing the honor won and bearing 
the seal of Indiana university. The 
winning papers will be on display in 
the department of journalism exhibit 
at the State Fair. 

Judging will be made according to 
typography, general appearance, 
make-up, and grammar used. The 
contest is part of the project of the 
fraternity to stimulate an interest in 
high school journalism throughout the 
state. 

There are four divisions in the con- 
test. They are: Division I papers of 
six columns or more; Division II 
papers of five columns; Division III 
papers of four columns or less; Di- 
vision IV greatest improvement con- 
test. The last division is particularly 
popular and shows to a great extend 
the improvement that has been made 
in high school journalism in the past 
year.

The two students from North Side 
who will compete for the Griffin award 
are Philip Bowen and Don Youse, and 
the contestant from Central is Robert 
Dornte. 


The Jack Merillat Griffin. scholar- 
ship award is an award sponsored by 
Mr. W. M. Griffin as a memorial to 
his son, who in his junior year at 
Yale university was killed in an au- 
tomobile accident. A fund of $70,000 
has been provided for and the interest 
accumulated from this sum is used 
each year for the financing of college 


expenses for four students during 
their whole college career. 
A student from Allen, Adams, 


Nobles, Steuben, or Whitney counties 
who makes the highest average on the 
college entrance examination is 
eligible for this award. Each year 
three pupils are chosen from those 
who apply to take the examination, 
and are selected on the basis of school 
grades, other curricular activities, 
and their character. They must, of 
course, be recommended by the prin- 
cipal, and must be able to prove that 
their parents are not able to finance 
a college career. 

The scholarship pays to the Yale 
university each year $800 for the win- 
ners, The three may choose any 
course he desires to take up for four 
years. This year marks the fourth 
consecutive one during which scholar- 
ships were awarded. The other years 
gave two boys from South Side and 
one boy from Columbia City the honor. 

Philip and Donald will take the ex- 
amination during the week of June 
17 and 22. They will take an exam 
on the subjects that most nearly rep- 
resent work taken during their senior 
year. The exam will consist of an 
comprehensive one in English which 
will take three hours to finish, an ad- 
vanced algebra and trigonometry test, 
and in the other two exams the two 
students differ, Phil taking one in 
Latin and one in chemistry, while 
Don takes them in German and 
physics. Both will take a scholastic 


aptitude test.

Tonight twenty-two girls and eleven 
boys from the life saving classes will 
give a demonstration in the swimming 
pool at 8 o'clock, it has been an- 
nounced by Mr. Ivy and Miss Sechwehn, 
swimming instructors. This demon- 
stration is free.

The life-saving test which they must 
pass is as follows: 

1. In deep water, disrobe and swim 
100 yards. 

2. Surface dive, recovering objects 
three times and a ten-pound weight 
once in six and ten feet of water. 

3. Front, rear, and under-water ap- 
proaches, each with proper turn and 
carry. 

4. Head carry, sixty feet, preceded 
by sixty-foot swim, proper approach 
and turn. 

5. Cross chest carry, sixty feet, pre- 
ceded by sixty-foot swim, proper ap- 
proach and turn. 

7. Tired swimmer's carry, sixty 
feet, preceded by sixty-foot swim. 

8. Front strangle hold, four times, 
two different positions. 

9. Back strangle hold, four times, 
two different pjositions. 

10. Double grip on one wrist, four 
times, using alternate wrists. 

11. Two people locked in front 
strangle, and repeat, rescuing alter- 
nate subjects. 

12. Demonstration, prone pressure 
(Schaefer) method of resuscitation, 
1% minutes. 

13. Essay on “Prone Pressure 
Method of Resuscitation” (200 to 500 
words). 

14. Float motionless, 1 minute. 

15. Tread water, 30 seconds. 

16. One minute carry, subject fully 
dressed. 

17. Fireman's or saddle-back carry 
from shallow water. 

18. Explain method of lifting sub- 
ject from tank or on to float un- 
assisted. 

19. Oral 
questions.

Gertrude Zook Has Intensely 


Interesting Educational Career 


Studied at Columbia, Hoagland, and Jefferson Schools; Normal School; 
Indiana University, Art Institute, and Columbia University; Had 
Many Exciting Incidents with Students. 


We are going to become acquainted with a not-so-tall member 


of the faculty by the name of Miss Gertrude Zook. 


in Valparaiso, Ind. 


She was born 


The first school she attended was the Colum- 


bia school, situated on a very high hill. She will always remember 


the fun the “gang” had sliding down 
the hill from the school in the winter 
time. This is to say nothing of how 
hard it was to plod up the hill in the 
morning, especially when she was not 
completely awakened from her slum- 
ber, 

She showed her dramatic ability by 
taking part in amateur plays given at 
the Masonic hall, and took special de- 
light in reciting at Columbia school, 
something which was considered a 
very great honor. Her education was 
continued at the Hoagland and Jeffer- 
son grade schools in Fort Wayne, and 
later at the old high school on Wayne 
street. Her graduation class has the 
significance of being the last one to 
graduate from there. 

After her commencement exercises 
Miss Zook was too young to enter the 
Normal school so she 
home for one year. Later while she 
attended that school she substituted 
for her sister, who taught the third 
grade at the Adams school. This was 
followed by becoming the assistant for 
the first four grades, and she had the 
peculiar incident of teaching one of 
these grades on the school stair steps. 
Miss Zook taught all classes from the 

‘st to the ninth grades. It was quite 
difficult to keep her class together 
when she taught the third grade in the 
Minor school, for the sixty-four stu- 
dents were of different ages. 


At Evanston, Ill., she was Miss 





Hall’s assistant for a year and a half, 
and after that came to teach at North 
Side. At Indiana university and the 
Art institute at Chicago she continued 
her education, but at Columbia uni- 
versity, New York, she received her 
B. S. and A. M. degrees. 

Some of her experiences while 
teaching are unusual and exciting. 
One incident that Miss Zook relates 
deals with a large German boy in her 
1A-2B class. He was exceptionally 
hard to get along with, as he thought 
himself a privileged character. One 
night after confining him in her room 
after school because of his misbe- 
havior, she left him to himself. Upon 
her return to the room he drew out a 
long knife and made an effort to 
strike at her. Miss Zook’s brother had

Eby Takes Third in Broad 
Jump; Central Takes 
Meet. 





North Side’s hope to pile up points 
in the sectional track meet at South 
Side were rudely shattered, as only 
one point was scored. Sessler was 
eliminated in the trials in the hurdles 
and Vauris was held back by the ter- 
rifie wind that blew dust and sand in 
the contenders eyes and mouth. 

Central took the sectional with a 
total of 324-5 points. Bluffton came 
second with 25 4-5 points, South Side 
was third with 15, and Larwill next 
in order with 13 3-5 points. 

Central won the half-mile relay, 
and Bluffton won the mile relay. Bill 
Gouty, South Side’s distance runner, 
took the mile and half-mile, setting 
new records for each. Gouty was 
closely pushed in both races. Weissell 
led Gouty for the first two laps, but 
the Archer had enough reserve power 
to lead Weissell to the tape. In the 
half-mile Gouty was just able to nose 
Weissell out. The time for the mile 
was 4 minutes and 40 seconds for the 
880-yard run 2 minutes 7.2 seconds. 
Cordill, South Whitley’s left-handed 
shot-putter, smashed his own record. 
Wallace, the Larwill star, had the best 
throw until Cordill stepped into the 
ring for his final attempt. He heaved 
the shot 46 feet 3% inches. 

Central’s athletes established two 
new marks when Babb went over the 
120-yard high timbers in 16.8 seconds, 
being closely pushed by Gerber of 
Decatur. Central’s other record was 
when Buggs, Babb, and Jenkins 
teamed up with Hay in the half-mile 
relay and carried the baton over the 
route in 1 minute and 3.6 seconds, 

Central won five first places, three 
of these being copped by Buggs in the 
two short dashes and the broad jump. 
Hay won another when he came in 
ahead of a fast field in the 440-yard 
run in 54 seconds flat. Van Horn of 
Bluffton was second, and Helfrick of 
Larwill third. Jenkins finished sec- 
ond in the low hurdles and Babb was 
second in-the broad jump, and Dornte 
jumped in a five-way tie for first in 
the high jump. Buggs’ time was slow 
in the dashes due to the wind, but he 
lacked only three inches of equaling 
the board jump record when he 
leaped 20 feet 7 inches. 

South Side came in for a second in 
the 220-yard dash due to Dickey’s 
speed, and Lentz and Zahn finished 
third in the half and mile runs re- 
spectively. Dickey was eliminated by 
Buggs in the trials for the 100-yard 
sprint. 

Buggs of Central was high point 
man of the meet with fifteen points 
copped from three firsts in the 100 
and 200-yard dashes and the broad 
jump. Sharing individual supremacy 
with him was Gouty, South Side’s 
distance runner. Gouty’s two ‘firsts 
and remarkable time, setting two 
records marks him as the greatest 
distance runner yet turned out by a 
Fort Wayne high school. Wallace 
made 94-5 points. He won the pole 
vault, tied for first in the high jump, 
and was second in the shot-put. 

The following men won the right to 
compete in the state meet to be held 
at Arsenal Tech field in Indianapolis 
next Saturday. 

Central—Buggs in the 100 and 220- 
yard dash and the broad jump; Babb 
in the 120-yard hurdles and in the 
broad jump; Jenkins in the 220-yard 
low hurdles, and Hay in the 440-yard 
dash. i 

South Side—Dickey in the 220-yard 
dash and Gouty in the mile and half- 
mile. 

Bluffton—Schroeder in the 100-yard 
dash; Penrod in the 220-yard low 
hurdles; Weissell in the 880-yard run 
and the mile run; Van Horn in the 
440-yard dash; Maddox in the high 
jump, and Wilson in the pole vault. 

Larwill—Wallace in the high jump, 
shot-put, and pole vault. 

South Whitley—Cordill in the shot- 
put. 

Decatur—Gerber in the 120-yard 
high hurdles. 

In addition Central’s half-mile relay 
combination of Babb, Buggs, Jenkins

Work Explained 


Graduates May Take Full 
Freshman College Work 
Here 


The main purpose of the senior 
meeting last week was to acquaint 
the graduates with that which the In- 
diana University Extension Division 
has to offer. This information was 
given to us by Mr. Neff, manager of 
I. U. Extension course. 

North Side, together with South 
Side and Central, is entitled to two 
scholarships, to both 1929 February 
and June graduates. Those students 
who are not able to go away to col- 
lege, but wish to take up college work 
are urged to give their names to Mr. 
Northrop, so that he and an appoint- 
ed committee may choose two who 
will represent North Side. 

Each scholarship is worth $100. 
thus the student receiving the award 
will need to pay only $50. The Jun- 
ior College proposition was not estab- 
lished this year and naturally, then, 
the Extension Center is using every 
effort to make it possible for grad- 
uates to take a full college freshman 
course here at Fort Wayne. This en- 
ables the student to pursue his course 
of study at some other college or uni- 
versity the following year. 

One is able to get more individual 








attention at the extension course, 
since the classes are smaller, and 
since it is more economical. Almost 


every kind of work can be taken up, 
including a teacher-training course. 
The winner of the scholarship must 
take a full freshman course, and not 
just part of it. 

In the summer, certain college 
freshman courses are offered in Fort 
Wayne, such as American history, 
freshman English literature, fresh- 
man composition, and community 
civics.

Miss Victoria Gross, foreign 


language teacher of North Side, 


and senior class advisor, was born in Fort Wayne, and has ever 


since made it her home. 
at Central High School, and from

As it had always been the desire of 
Miss Gross to become a school teacher, 
her higher education was _ directed 
toward that line. She thus received 
her college degree from Indiana uni- 
versity. While attending the univer- 
sity she was initiated into the national 
honor fraternity of the Phi Beta 
Kappa. 

When Miss Gross returned to Fort 
Wayne, she taught Spanish and 
French at Central High School. From 
there she was transferred to North 
Side where she continued teaching for- 
eign languages. She furthered her 
knowledge at Western Reserve School 
of French at Cleveland, and also at 
the University of Michigan. Since 
she has been in Fort Wayne Miss 
Gross has taught at the Indiana uni- 
versity extension. 

The favorite occupation has always 
been driving automobiles, and no 
doubt, it always will be. 

In 1925 she visited Europe in the 
same party that Miss Nelson went 
with. On the tour they visited France, 
England, Switzerland, Belgium, and 
Italy. France seemed to be her 
favorite foreign country, and she 
really would have liked to stay there 
longer.

Ludwig Von Beethoven 





At various assemblies and _ pro- 
grams put on by the school orchestra, 
they have played pieces composed by 
Beethoven. One of our North Side 
students has submitted a short biog- 
raphy of this great composer. 

Beethoven was born at Bonn, Dee. 
16, 1770. He was one of the most 
notable of German musical composers, 
and the supreme master of modern 
music for the orchestra. His first 
lessons in music were received from 
his father, a tenor singer, who is said 
to have beaten music into the boy. 
Under teachers of great name and 
ability he made rapid progress, and 
histalent was so marked that he was 





sent to Vienna in 1792 to study under 
Hayden. Most of his life was spent 
in or near that city. He not only was 
a great composer but also a_ great 
pianist. It took many years of pa- 
tient, careful study and perseverance 
before the people fully appreciated his 
genius in musical composition. His 
life was not one of the happiest. He 
had probably the greatest misfortune 
to bear that can come to a composer, 


the loss of hearing. Yet he bore this]+ 


affliction with admirable courage and 
though totally deaf, before reaching 
middle age, he continued to give to the 
world the benefits of his genius. His

We never stop to consider how fortunate we really are in hav- 


ing such a fine library. 
in Central and South Side. 


Our library is just twice as large as those 
Of course, we haven’t nearly so many 


books as the other schools, but ‘that is only because the library is 


so new. We have shelf space for 
about ten thousand books and we hope 
that before so very many years, we'll 
need it all. Just at present we have 
about nineteen hundred books. In ad- 
dition to these are about three thou- 
sand clippings and approximately the 
ne number of pictures. Since this 
is a branch of the public library, it is 
possible for the librarians to borrow 
from there any books which are needed 
for class work. This makes it very 
convenient for those who are in need 
of a book not procurable at North 
Side, 

Last week the librarians had spring 
house cleaning, and the result was a 
big change in the arrangement of the 
books. The new arrangement will 
make it much easier to direct students 
as to the location of a book. As soon 
as it is possible the sections will be 
numbered to make it even easier. 

Since September the total book cir- 
culation is almost 60,000. This is a 
very good record, but it could be even 
better if students would just adopt 
the motto, “TRY THE HIGH 
SCHOOL LIBRARY FIRST.”
